PREAMBLE 

For  the  purpose  of  effecting  uniformity 
in  the  administration  of  the  privileges, 
honors  and  benefits  of  Oddfellowship  with- 
in this  jurisdiction,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the 
Inderendent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  of  the 
Province  of  British  Columbia  ordains  the 
following  Constitution  of  Subordinate 
Lodges  under  its  jurisdiction. 

ARTICLE    L 

Name,  Pte. 

Section  1.  This  Lodga  shall  consist  of  at 
least  five  members  of  the  Third  Degree, 
including  one  qualified  to  preside  at  its 
meetings,  to  be  hailed  and  entitled  Kootenay 
Lodge  No.  16,  Independent  Order  of  Odd 
Fellows,  holding  a  legal  and  unreclaimed 
charter,  granted  or  sanctioned  tv  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  the  Independent  O^er  of  Odd 
Fellows  of  the  Province  of  Brit^^Columbia. 
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4  CONSTITUTION 

It  cannot  voluntarily  surrender  its  charter, 
or  dissolve,  so  long  as  five  bi  others  in  good 
standing  object  thereto. 

ARTICLE   II. 

Of  Membership. 

Section  1,  All  candidates  for  initiation 
must  be  free  white  males,  of  the  age  of 
eighteen  years  and  upwards,  of  sound 
health,  of  good  moral  character  and  indus- 
trious habits,  having  some  known  reputable 
means  of  support,  and  believe  in  the  exist- 
ence of  a  Supreme  Being,  the  Creator  and 
Preserver  of  the  Univeise,  and  is  not  a 
hotelkeeper  licensed  to  sell  intoxicating 
liquors,  a  saloonkeeper,  a  bartender,  or  a 
professional  gambler,  and  be  proposed  in 
the  lodge  nearest  his  residence,  except  that 
lodge  grant  permission  for  his  joinin''  an- 
other lodge.  A  person  may  be  admitted  to 
any  lodge  in  the  city,  municipality  or  village 
in  which  he  resides;  but  all  candidates  for 
initiation  must  reside  in  this  jurisdiction, 
except  such  candidates  as  may  anply  from 
any  other  Province,  State  or  Territories, 
where  there  is  no  Grand  Lodge  or  District 
Deputy  Grand  Sire  located,  or  permission 
be  first  obtained  from  the  officers  of  the 
jurisdiction  in  which  the  candidate  resides. 


Sec.  2,  All  candidates  for  membership  by 
deposit  of  card,  or  certificate  of  dismissal, 
or  as   Ancierw  Odd   Fellows,   shall   deposit 
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their  cards  or  certificates  with  their  propo- 
sition, or  furnish  satisfactory  evidence  that 
such  card  or  certificate  has  been  lost.  In 
the  case  of  the  application  of  a  brother 
who,  within  six  months  previous  to  such 
application,  has  been  a  member  of  a  lodge 
which  has  merged  into  or  united  with  this 
lodge,  the  vote  necessary  to  receive  shall 
be  a  majority  vote. 

Sec.  3,  No  suspended  or  expelled  member 
of  the  Order  can  be  admitted  to  member- 
ship in  this  lodge,  except  on  a  dismissal 
certificate,  or  on  being  reinstated,  and  re- 
ceiving a  withdrawal  card  from  the  lodge 
which  suspended  or  expelled  him,  or  from 
the  Grand  Secretary,  as  prescribed  by  law, 
and  this  lodge  shall  not  admit  to  member- 
ship any  member  of  an  expelled  lodge  with- 
out permission  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Brit- 
ish Columbia. 

The  membership  of  a  brother  admitted  by 
deposit  of  card  or  as  a  non-affiliate,  shall 
date  from  the  time  of  his  signing  the  Con- 
stitution and  By-laws  of  the  lodge  he  joins. 

Sec.  4,  A  non-affiliated  Odd  Fellow  who 
has  been  regularly  initiated  into  the  Order, 
and  has  retained  membership  in  the  Order 
for  at  least  five  consecutive  years,  and  who 
at  the  time  of  making  application  for  re- 
instatement to  membership  shall  be  over  50 
years  of  age,  may  be  admitted  to  member- 
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R<iip  iTi  this  Lodge  as  a  non-beneficial  mem- 
ber, upor  such  terms  as  the  By-laws  may 
prescribe,  by  presenting  a  petition  as  re- 
quired under  Section  1,  Article  III,  for  piu- 
posals  for  membership  bv  initiation,  which 
shall  be  disposed  of  according  to  said  sec- 
tion. 

Sec.  5,  This  Lodge  may  also  receive  can- 
didates over  "iO  years  of  age  for  non-bene- 
ficial membership  by  initiation,  provided  it 
passes  a  By-law  for  this  purpose.  Candi- 
dates for  this  class  shall  pay  such  sum 
as  the  Lodge  may  fix  by  By-law,  for  initia- 
tion and  degrees  not  less  than  $12.00:  and 
for  dues  not  less  than  $1.00  per  quarter. 
The  fee  for  initiation  and  degrees  shall  ac- 
company the  application  for  membership. 

Sec.  6,  When  a  beneficial  member  who 
shall  be  over  50  years  of  age,  shall  desire 
to  become  a  non-beneficial  member,  he  may 
withdraw  from  the  Lodge  in  any  manner 
prescribed  by  law,  and  apply  for  admission 
as  a  non-beneficial  member,  and  if  elected 
he  shall  thereafter  be  subject  only  to  the 
payment  of  dues  and  such  obligations  im- 
posed upon  non-beneficial  members  here- 
inafter mentioned,  and  entitled  only  to  the 
rights  and  privileges  of  such  members. 

"Sec.  7.  Whenever  a  brother  shall  have  been 
a  contributing  inember  for  forty  consecutive 
years  immediately  preceding  his  present  age, 
and  shall  from  any  cause  be  unable  to  pay 
dues,  he  may  make  application  in  writing  to 
be  transferred  to  non-contributing  member- 
ship. The  application  shall  be  received  and 
referred  to  an  investigating  committee,  which 
shall  submit  its  report  in  writing  with  recom- 
mendations, at  the  next  regular  sessions,  un- 
less by  request  of  the  committee,  further  time 
shall  be  granted.    When  the  report  of  the  in-

Sec.  8,  A  non-beneficial  member  shall 
be  entitled  to  all  the  rights  and  privileges 
of  the  Order,  except  that  he  shall  not  be 
entitled  to  receive  sick  benefits,  or  to  admis- 
sion to  any  Home  of  the  Order,  nor  shall 
those  dependent  upon  him,  or  upon  whom 
he  shall  be  dependen:,  be  entitled  to  receive 
either  funeral  benefil  or  a  funeral  expense; 
and  upon  the  decease  of  a  non-beneficial 
member  the  widow  and  orphans  of  such 
brother  shall  not  b*^  entitled  to  receive  the 
widow's  or  orphan's  benefit  provided  for 
beneficial  members,  nor  to  admission  to  any 
Home  that  may  be  provided  for  the  widows 
and  orphans  of  deceased  members,  nor  to 
widows'  or  orphans'  benefits. 


Sec.  9,     The  dues  of  non-beneficial  mem- 
bers shall  be  fixed  by  the  By-laws  of  the 
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Lodge,  but  shall  not  be  less  than  $1.00  per 
quarter. 

Sec.  10,  When  an  application  for  mem- 
bership is  received  from  a  person  residing 
nearer  to  and  within  the  territorial  juris- 
diction of  another  lodge  than  to  the  one 
to  which  the  application  is  made,  the  lodge 
receiving  such  application  shall  communi- 
cate the  fact  to  the  lodge  nearest  the  resi- 
dence of  such  applicant  and  shall  enquire 
whether  such  person  is  a  fit  and  proper 
person  to  be  admitted  into  our  Order,  and 
shall  also  ask  the  consent  of  such  lodge  to 
received  and  act  upon  such  application;  and 
it  shall  take  no  further  action  upon  such 
application  until  an  answer  is  received  to 
such  communication.  The  lodge  receiving 
such  communication  shall  appoint  a  com- 
mittee of  three  to  investigate  the  character, 
standing  and  health  of  the  petitioner,  in 
the  same  manner  as  if  the  apjlication  were 
made  directly  to  such  lodge.  Such  commit- 
tee shall  report  at  the  next  regular  meeting 
of  the  lodge,  and  a  certified  ^opy  of  the 
report,  together  with  a  certified  copy  of  the 
minutes  showing  the  action  of  the  lodge 
upon  the  request  for  consent  to  receive  and 
act  upon  the  application  (if  such  consent 
was  necessary)  shall  be  forthwith  forward- 
ed to  the  lodge  in  which  such  application  is 
filed,  and  said  last  named  lodge  may  then 
proceed  upon  such  application  as  in  other 
cases,  except  tha*..  if  it  be  a   case  where 
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tho  consent  of  the  other  lodge  is  necessary, 
anl  that  consent  be  refused,  the  petitioner's 
money  (if  any  has  been  paid)  shall  be  re- 
turned, and  no  further  action  shall  be  had 
in  the  premises. 


Sec.  11,  When  more  than  one  petition  for 
membership  shall  be  before  the  lodge  for 
actio'.r  at  the  same  meeting,  a  collective 
ballot  may  be  taken  upon  all  such  petitions, 
but  should  the  number  of  black  balls  nec- 
essary to  reject  a  candidate  appear  in  said 
collective  ballot,  then  said  collective  ballot 
shall  be  void  and  a  separate  ballot  shall  be 
cast  upon  each  petition. 

Sec.  12,  Every  applicant  for  membership 
must  furnish  a  certificate  of  good  health 
from  a  qualified  medical  practitioner  before 
being  balloted  for. 

Sec.  13,  A  member  of  the  Order  in  pos- 
session of  an  Official  Certificate  or  Visit- 
ing Card  changing  his  residence  from  the 
Territorial  Jurisdiction  of  his  Lodge  to  the 
Territorial  Jurisdiction  of  another,  and  de- 
siring to  unite  with  a  Lodge  at  his  new 
place  of  residence,  upon  making  application 
for  membership,  accomimnied  by  his  Official 
Certificate  or  Visiting  Card,  showing  his 
dues  paid  in  advance  and  being  elected  as 
provided  by  local  law,  upon  notice  being 
sent  by  the  Secretary  of  his  Lodge,  said 
Lodge  shall,  unless  charges  are  pending 
against  him,  without  ballot,  and  upon  the 
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payment  of  a  fee  of  25  cents,  issue  a  Trans- 
fer Certificate  and  send  the  same  at  once  to 
the  Secretary  sending  for  the  same,  and 
upon  receipt  of  the  Transfer  Certificate,  the 
member  shall  be  entitled  to  sign  the  Con- 
stitution and  become  a  member  of  his  new 
Lodge  without  the  payment  of  any  admis- 
sion fee;  provided,  that  if  a  physician's 
certificate  is  required  he  must  pay  the  ex- 
pense of  the  same. 

The  Secretary  shall  immediately  report 
to  the  Secretary  of  the  Lodge  issuing  the 
Transfer  Certificate,  the  date  of  signing 
the  Constitution  of  the  new  Lodge  and  he 
shall  make  a  record  thereof,  and  the  old 
Lodge  shall  immediately  refund  to  the  mem- 
ber all  dues  in  advance  of  the  date  of 
signing  the  Constitution  of  the  new  Lodge. 

The  issuing  of  a  Transfer  Certificate 
shall  sever  membership  in  the  Lodge  issuing 
it;  provided,  that  if  the  member  becomes 
sick  or  disabled,  or  should  die  before  the 
date  to  which  his  dues  are  paid  and  before 
completing  his  membership  by  signing  the 
Constitution  of  his  new  Lodge,  then  said 
Transfer  Certificate  shall  be  cancelled  and 
returned  to  the  Lodge  issuing  the  same 
and  said  member  shall  retain  his  beneficial 
standing  in  his  old  Lodge  the  same  as 
though  the  Transfer  Certificate  had  not 
been  issued. 

If  a  member  fails  to  sign  the  Consti- 
tution   of    the    new    Lodge    within    three 
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months  after  the  date  of  his  election,  the 
Transfer  Certificate  shall  be  cancelled  and 
returned  to  the  Lodge  issuing  the  same  and 
the  member  shall  hold  the  same  «^^,anding  in 
his  old  Lodge  as  though  the  Transfer  Cer- 
tifiicate  had  not  been  issued. 

Sec.  14,  (1)  Life  Merribership.  Any  ap- 
plicant for  admission  into  the  Order  may 
be  received  into  membership  therein  as  a 
life  member  on  the  payment  of  the  fee 
therefor  as  hereinafter  provided,  in  addition 
to  the  payment  of  the  fees  for  the  degrees 
and  one  year's  dues  in  advance. 

(2)  Transfer  by  Members  to  Life  Mem- 
bership. Any  member  of  the  Order  may 
become  a  life  member  therein  by  making 
application  to  his  Subordinate  Lodge  and 
paying  the  fee  and  dues  prescribed  for  such 
membership.  Upon  the  payment  of  such 
fees  to  said  Subordinate  Lodge  and  the  pay- 
ment of  one  year's  dues  in  advance,  the 
Noble  Grand  of  said  Lodge  shall  approve 
said  application,  and  the  Secretary  shall  for- 
ward the  same  under  seal  of  the  Lodge  to 
the  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
together  with  the  membership  fee,  and 
thereupon  a  life  membership  card,  secured 
from  the  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  as  hereinafter  provided,  show- 
ing said  applicant  to  be  a  life  member  of 
the  Order,  shall  be  forwarded  by  the  Gra'nd 
Secretary  to  the  Secretary  of  Subordinate 
Lodge,  and  shall  be  by  him  duly  delivered 
to  the  said  applicant. 
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(3)  The  minimum  fee  for  such  life  mem- 
bership shall  be: 

18  to  41  years  of  age,  inclusive..  $.350.00 
42  to  50  years  of  age,  inclusive..  300.00 
51  to  60  years  of  age,  inclusive..  275.00 
61  to  70  years  of  age,  inclusive..    250.00 

71  years  of  age  or  over 240.00 

Provided,  that  any  such  Lodge  may  pro- 
vide for  a  fee  in  excess  of  the  minimum 
herein  prescribed. 

(4)  Remittance  of  Funds.  Upon  an  ap- 
plicant becoming  a  member  of  the  Order, 
the  said  sum  advanced  for  one  year's  dues 
shall  become  the  property  of  the  Subordin- 
ate Lodge  wherein  said  applicant  belongs; 
the  membership  fee  having  been  remitted, 
as  hereinbefore  provided,  to  the  Grand  Sec- 
retary of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  shall  be  ^.. 
once  turned  over  to  the  Grand  Treasurer. 

(5)  Remittance  of  Income.  On  January 
1st  of  each  year  the  Grand  Treasurer  shall 
remit  to  the  Subordinate  Lodge  to  which 
said  life  member  belongs  the  amount  of  in- 
come from  said  fee.  The  remittance  shall 
be  based  upon  the  average  rate  of  interest 
received  from  the  Life  Membership  Fund 
by  the  Grand  Lodge,  during  the  period  for 
which  the  remittance  is  made. 

(6)  Investment  of  Funds.  The  Grand 
Lodge  shall  provide  for  a  board  of  three 
Trustees,  who  shall  have  charge  of  the  in- 
vestment of  the  Life  Membership  Fund.  Said 
funds  shall  be  invested  only  in  Government 
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or  Government  Guaranteed  or  Municipal 
Bonds.  Said  investments  shall  be  made  on 
requisitions  regularly  drawn  by  said  Trus- 
tees on  the  Grand  Treasurer,  and  shall  be 
cleared  in  regular  course  through  the  office 
of  the  Grand  Secretary. 

(7)  Disposition  of  Fee  on  Death  of 
Member.  On  the  death  of  a  life  member 
the  life  membership  fee  paid  by  him  shall 
be  transferred  from  the  Life  Membership 
Fund  to  the  Home  Endowment  Fund. 

(8)  Transfer  of  Membership.  Life  mem- 
bers may  transfer  their  membership  in  the 
same  manner  as  in  other  cases,  in  which 
case  the  proper  officer  of  the  Subordinate 
Lodge  to  which  transfer  is  made  shall  at 
once  notify,  under  the  seal,  the  Grand  Sec- 
retary of  the  Grand  Lodge  having  custody 
of  the  membership  fee,  having  jurisdiction 
of  said  member.  Thereafter  the  proper  of- 
ficer of  said  Grand  Lodge  shall  remit  to  the 
Subordinate  Lodge  with  which  said  member 
has  become  affiliated,  whether  in  the  same 
or  in  another  Jurisdiction,  the  income  from 
the  life  membership  fee  of  such  member, 
which  shall  be  accepted  in  full  payment  for 
the  annual  dues  of  such  member.  Said  fee 
shall  remain  in  the  hands  of  the  Grand 
Jurisdiction  wherein  same  originated.  If  a 
Subordinate  Lodge  to  which  said  member 
belongs  shall  cease  to  exist,  the  status  of 
such  life  membership  shall  be  the  same  as 
all  other  members  who  were  in  good  stand- 
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ing  in  said  Lodge  at  the  time  of  the  sur- 
render or  forfeiture  of  said  Charter. 

(9)  Report  of  Expulsion  or  Suspension. 
On  the  expulsion  or  suspension  of  a  life 
member,  due  notice  shall  be  at  once  trans- 
mitted by  the  Subordinate  Lodge  to  the 
Grand  Lodge  having  jurisdiction,  and  by  the 
latter  transmitted  to  the  Grand  Secretary 
of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  by  whom 
such  publicity  shall  be  given  as  that  officer 
shall  deem  advisable. 

(10)  Forfeiture  of  Membership  Cards. 
On  the  expulsion  of  a  life  member,  the 
life  membership  fee  he  has  paid  shall  be 
disposed  of  as  in  the  case  of  the  death  of 
said  member.  The  card  of  said  life  member 
shall  be  void  and  shall  be  obtained,  if  pos- 
sible, by  the  Subordinate  Lodge  and  trans- 
mitted to  the  proper  officer  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  and  by  him  forwarded  to  the  Grand 
Secretary  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 
If  said  expelled  member  shall  later  be  re- 
admitted, the  card  shall  be  returned  to  him 
and  his  membership  fee  shall  be  transferred 
back  to  the  Life  Membership  Fund  from 
which  it  was  taken.  When  a  member  is  sus- 
pended for  cause  the  card  shall  be  obtained, 
if  possible,  by  the  Subordinate  Lodge  to 
which  such  member  belonged  and  shall  be 
retained  by  the  proper  officer  thereof  until 
the  end  of  such  suspension  period,  when  it 
shall  be  returned  to  said  life  member.  An 
expelled  or  suspended  member  cannot  there- 
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after  be  readmitted  to  active  membership 
unless  the  life  membership  card  has  been 
surrendered  by  him  as  provided  in  this  sec- 
tion. 

"Sec.  15.  Associate  Membership.  A.  sojourn- 
ing member  may  acquire  non-beneficial  mem- 
bership in  a  Subordinate  Lodge  in  this  Juris- 
diction. Such  membership  shall  not  interfere 
in  any  manner  with  his  membership  in  an- 
other lodge  in  which  he  may  retain  member- 
ship, or  his  rights,  privileges  and  duties  there- 
in. The  rights,  privileges  and  duties  of  a 
sojourning  member  shall  be  the  same  as  other 
non-beneficial  members  in  the  same  lodge. 
Continuation  of  the  associate  membership 
shall  be  dependent  upon  the  continuation  of 
the  original  membership,  and  provided,  an  as- 
sociate member  be  suspended,  for  cause  by 
one  lodge,  such  suspension  shall  have  corres- 
ponding effect  on  his  standing  in  another 
lodge  of  which  he  may  be  a  member,  and  fur- 
ther provided,  that  should  he  be  expelled  from 
one  lodge,  his  membership  in  the  other  lodge 
shall  be  likewise  terminated. 

Associate  membership  shall  be  acquired  by 
deposit  of  an  official  certificate  without  fee, 
and  in  accordance  with  Article  III.,  Section  1, 
of   the   Constitution."

Sec.  2,  No  reconsideration  of  an  unfavor- 
able ballot  can  be  had  unless  all  the  broth- 
ers who  may  cast  black  balls  against  an  ap- 
plicant for  membership,  voluntarily  make 
a  motion  for  a  reconsideration  of  the  ballot, 
and  never  more  than  one  motion  for  the

and  his  membership  fee  shall  be  transferred 
back  to  the  Life  Membership  Fund  from 
which  it  was  taken.  When  a  member  is  sus- 
pended for  cause  the  card  shall  be  obtained, 
if  possible,  by  the  Subordinate  Lodge  to 
which  such  member  belonged  and  shall  be 
retained  by  the  proper  officer  thereof  until 
the  end  of  such  suspension  period,  when  it 
shall  be  returned  to  said  life  member.  An 
expelled  or  suspended  member  cannot  there- 
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after  be  readmitted  to  active  membership 
unless  the  life  membership  card  has  been 
surrendered  by  him  as  provided  in  this  sec- 
tion. 


ARTICLE   III. 

Of  Propositions  for  Membership. 

Section  1,  The  name  of  a  person  offered 
for  membership  by  Initiation,  Transfer  Cer- 
tificate or  Deposit  of  Card,  with  his  age, 
residence,  place  of  birth  and  occupation, 
must  be  proposed  by  a  member  in  writing, 
signed  by  the  applicant,  with  the  names  of 
two  persons  as  references  attached  and 
entered  upon  the  record;  and  forthwith  be 
referred  to  a  committee  of  three  members 
for  investigation,  who  shall  report  at  the 
next  succeeding  regular  meeting  (unless 
extraordinary  circumstances  prevent),  when 
the  candidate  may  be  balloted  for  with  ball 
ballots,  and,  if  no  more  than  two  black 
balls  appear,  the  candidate  shall  be  declared 
elected;  but  if  three  or  more  appear,  he 
shall  be  deemed  rejected. 

Sec.  2,  No  reconsideration  of  an  unfavor- 
able ballot  can  be  had  unless  all  the  broth- 
ers who  may  cast  black  balls  against  an  ap- 
plicant for  membership,  voluntarily  make 
a  motion  for  a  reconsideration  of  the  ballot, 
and  never  more  than  one  motion  for  the 
reconsideration  in  the   same  case  shall  be 
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allowed;  and  in  such  case  the  vote  on  the 
reconsideration  shall  be  taken  by  ball  bal- 
lots, and,  if  the  balls  be  cast  in  favor  of  it, 
the  reconsideration  shall  be  had;  whereupon 
the  application  shall  lie  over  until  the  suc- 
ceeding meeting  when  another  ballot  shall 
be  had  with  ball  ballots,  and,  if  the  same  be 
unanimously  in  favor  of  the  applicant,  he 
shall  thereby  be  elected;  but  if  one  or  more 
black  balls  appear  in  either  ballot,  the  ap- 
plicant shall  be  rejected.  Provided,  always, 
that  such  reconsideration  shall  be  had  with- 
in the  four  meeting  nights  next  succeeding 
the  rejection. 

If  a  person  has  been  irregularly  elected 
through  fraud  or  error  (and  by  the  word 
"irregularly"  illegally  or  fraudulently  is 
meant),  a  majority  of  the  Lodge  can,  previ- 
ously to  the  applicant's  initiation,  order  a 
new  ballot. 

In  all  cases  where  a  candidate  for  mem- 
bership has  been  elected,  but  subsequent  to 
his  election  and  prior  to  his  initiation,  the 
Lodge  shall  become  satisfied  that  he  is  un- 
worthy, it  shall  be  competent  for  the  Lodge 
to  annul  such  election  and  declare  it  void 
by  a  majority  of  two-thirds  of  the  mem- 
bers present,  in  which  case  a  fresh  ballot 
shall  be  taken.  / 

Sec.  3,  If  it  is  alleged  that  an  error  has 
been  made  in  depositing  black  balls  at  the 
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balloting  for  a  candidate  for  membership, 
the  Lodge  may  immediately  thereafter  take 
a  second  ballot  in  order  to  verify  the  alleged 
error. 

Sec.  4,  Every  member  shall  sign  the 
Constitution  and  By-laws  of  this  Lodge  on 
his  admission  thereto. 

Sec.  5,  When  a  candidate  for  admission 
has  been  rejected  notice  thereof  shall  be 
sent  without  delay  to  the  Grand  Secretary, 
and  he  cannot  be  proposed  again  in  any 
Lodge  for  the  space  of  one  year  after  such 
rejection.  All  other  applications  for  mem- 
bership may  be  renewed  at  any  f    e. 

Sec.  6,  A  proposition  can  be  withdrawn 
after  being  referred  to  a  committee,  and 
before  the  report  of  the  committee  has 
been  read  to  the  Lodge,  but  not  after- 
wards. 

Sec.  7,  If  any  person  shall  gain  admit- 
tance to  any  Lodge  upon  a  petition  con- 
taining any  false  representation,  he  shall 
be  expelled. 


ARTICLE  IV. 
Of  Fees,  Dues  and  Benefits. 

Section  1,   The  fees  of  this  Lodge  shall 
not  be  less  than  ten  dollars  for  initiation; 
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five  dollars  for  admission  by  Withdrawal 
Card;  ten  dollars  for  an  Ancient  Odd  Fel- 
low, or  by  deposit  of  a  Dismissal  Certifi- 
cate; three  dollars  each  for  first  and  second 
degree,  and  four  dollars  for  the  third  de- 
gree to  the  Lodge  Fund,  and  such  amount 
of  dues  to  the  Lodge  Fund  as  shall  be  de- 
termined by  the  By-laws,  which  shall  in  no 
case  be  less  than  $12.00  per  year,  in  ad- 
dition to  which  the  Lodge  may  by  its  By- 
laws provide  for  a  Widow? ',  Orphans*  and 
Educational  Fund,  and  Nurse  and  Funeral 
Tax,  and  for  extraordinary  assessments  for 
Lodge  purposes.  Lodges  may  make  pro- 
vision in  their  By-laws  to  set  aside  5  per 
cent  of  their  receipts  from  Dues  to  form 
a  Contingent  Fund  to  be  used  for  the  pay- 
ment of  necessary  and  proper  obligations 
which  every  Lodge  must  meet,  and  for 
which  purpose  a  Subordinate  Lodge  under 
existing  laws  cannot  expend  its  funds;  Pro- 
vided, that  Lodges  whose  receipts  from 
rents  and  interest  on  invested  funds  equals 
or  exceeds  its  receipts  from  dues,  may  at 
the  end  of  each  term  set  aside  5  per  cent, 
of  these  receipts  to  the  Contingent  Fund. 
Lodges  may  assess  their  members  to  meet 
any  assessment  levied  by  the  Grand  Lodge 
for  the  purpose  of  building,  repairing  and 
maintaining  Homes  for  aged  and  indigent 
Odd  Fellows  and  Widows  of  deceased  mem- 
bers of  the  Order,  and  for  the  care,  pro- 
tection and  education  of  Orphans  of  deceas- 
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ed  Odd  Fellows;  or  they  may  pay  such  as- 

sessni.^Tits  from  the  fundti  of  the   Lodge. 

Provided  further,  that  Lodges  whose  dues 
are  not  less  than  $2.00  per  month,  and 
whose  sick  benefits  do  not  exceed  $10.00 
per  week,  may  set  aside  10  per  <!ent.  of  the 
amount  received  for  dues,  to  the  Conting- 
ent Fund.  Provided  further,  that  nothing 
herein  contained  shall  prevent  a  Subordin- 
ate Lodge  from  creating  a  special  fund 
by  voluntary  subscription,  or,  the  holding 
of  entertainments  or  bazaars,  where  no 
portion  of  the  expense  therewith  is  charge- 
able to  any  regular  fund  of  such  Subordin- 
ate Lodge,  the  purpose  of  such  special  fund 
being  the  relief  of  distress  outside  the 
Order,  or  for  some  worthy  charity,  or  for 
any  purpose  calculated  to  emphasize  the 
broad  spirit  and  general  principles  of  Odd 
Fellowship;  but  in  all  such  cases  a  dispen- 
sation must  first  be  procured  from  the 
Grand  Master. 


Sec.  2,  Every  member  qualified,  as  re- 
quired by  the  By-laws  of  his  Lodge,  shall 
in  case  of  being  disabled  by  sickness  or 
bodily  accident  (not  occasioned  by  drunk- 
enness or  other  immoral  conduct  on  his 
part)  from  following  any  occupation,  or 
otherwise  earning  a  livelihood,  be  entitled 
to  and  may  receive  such  weekly  benefits  as 
may  be  fixed  by  By-law,  from  the  funds  of 
the    Lodge;    Provided,    always,    that    such 
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benefits  shall  not  exceed  the  rate  of  ten 
dollars  per  week  for  each  dollar  of  month- 
ly contribution,  and  provided,  always,  that 
no  Lodge  shall  continue  to  pay  the  above 
rate  of  benefits  for  a  longer  period  than 
six  months'  continuous  sickness,  after  which 
time  it  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  seven 
dollars  and  fifty  cents  for  each  dollar  of 
monthly  contributions,  and  further,  that 
after  the  expiration  of  twelve  months*  con- 
tinuous sickness,  no  Lodge  shall  pay  great- 
er benefits  than  at  the  rate  of  five  dollars 
per  week  for  each  dollar  of  monthly  con- 
tribution. For  members  not  having  the 
Scarlet  Degree,  the  benefits  shall  not  ex- 
ceed the  rate  of  six  dollars  per  week  for 
the  first  six  months,  four  dollars  and  fifty 
cents  per  week  for  the  next  six  months,  and 
after  that  three  dollars  per  week  during 
term  of  sickness,  for  each  dollar  of  monthly 
contribution.  No  Lodge  shall  pay  less  thai 
two  dollars  per  week  as  sick  benefits  for 
the  first  twelve  months'  continuous  sick- 
ness. Lodges  may  by  By-law  limit  the  pay- 
ment of  sick  benefits  to  fifty- two  consecu- 
tive weeks  for  the  same  sickness. 

Lodges  may  provide  by  By-law  that  no 
benefits  shall  be  paid  to  members  for  the 
first  one  week  or  two  weeks*  sickness,  nor 
to  any  but  Scarlet  Degree  members.  Lodges 
may  by  By-law  make  such  provision  as  shall 
seem  meet  for  the  relief  of  brothers  in  a 
state  of  pecuniary  distress. 
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Lodges  may  provide  by  By-law  that  no 
stipulated  benefits  shall  be  paid  to  its  mem- 
bers. 

Aged  and  infirm  members  of  the  Lodge 
in  good  standing,  whose  infirmities  shall 
not  be  such  as  to  entitle  them  to  sick 
benefits  and  who  have  no  visible  means  of 
support,  may  be  entitled  to  receive  the 
benefits  provided  by  the  By-laws  under  this 
section  for  sick  and  disabled  members. 

In  all  cases  where  a  sick  member  has  re- 
ceived benefits  and  by  reason  of  the  recov- 
ery of  his  health  ceased  to  be  entitled  to 
benefits,  if  he  fall  sick  again  within  Six 
months  from  the  date  of  his  ceasing  to  re- 
ceive benefits,  such  sickness  shall  be  con- 
sidered as  a  continuation  of  his  previous 
sickness,  and  he  shall  be  placed  in  the  same 
position  as  when  he  ceased  to  receive  bene- 
fits, but  if  six  months  shall  have  elapsed 
from  the  date  o-f  his  restoration  and  he 
fall  sick,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  full 
benefits.  ;;     •  -.  ?  *■:.    -  ^ 

Sec.  3,  All  fines  and  assessments  of  any 
nature  shall,  at  the  end  of  each  term  (June 
30th  and  December  31st,  respectively),  be 
charged  as  dues  against  a  Brother. 

Sec.  4,  When  any  member's  account  shows 
an  indebtedness  of  thirteen  weeks'  dues,  the 
Brother  shall  not  be  entitled  to  benefits,  and 
the  Secretary  shall  notify  the  Brother  of 
the  fact  without  delay. 

Sec.  5,  In  case  of  the  death  of  a  member, 
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qualified  as  required  by  the  By-laws  of  his 
Lodge,  there  shall  be  allowed  from  the 
Lodge  not  less  than  thirty  dollars  to  de- 
fray the  expenses  of  the  burial,  to  be  paid 
by  the  N.G.  on  account  of  the  funeral.  In 
the  absence  of  competent  relations  the  N.G. 
shall  take  charge  of  the  funeral,  and  rend- 
er an  account  of  the  dipbursements.  Where 
no  expense  has  been  incurred  in  the  funeral 
of  a  membf  ,  or  where  the  expense  of  the 
funeral  is  borne  by  the  Government,  no  ap- 
propriation from  the  funds  of  the  Lodge 
shall  be  mace  for  this  purpose. 

Sec.  6,  Vhe  funeral  expenses  and  sick 
benefits  shall  be  regulated  by  the  By-laws 
of  .the  Lodge,  and  all  orders  drawn  for  the 
above  shall  be  by  vote  of  the  Lodge. 

Sec.  7,  Lodges  may  provide  by  By-law 
to  employ  a  Physician  to  attend  members 
in  good  standing  when  sick  and  furnish 
them  with  medicine,  and  pay  a  stiplated 
sum  per  annum  for  such  service,  out  of  the 
funds.  ,,     . 

Sec.  8,  Lodges  may  by  By-law  fix  the 
time  after  admission  at  which  a  member 
shall  become  entitled  to  benefits,  but  a 
member  admitted  on  an  unexpired  With- 
drawal Card  shall  be  entitled  to  benefits 
upon  his  admission  to  membership  after 
signing  the  Constitution  and  By-laws. 

Sec.  9,  Any  Subordinate  Lodge  of  this 
jurisdiction  may  enact  a  By-law  providing 
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that  any  member  of  this  Lodge  residing 
within  a  radius  of  two  miles  of  this  Lodge, 
failing  to  visit  his  Lodge  at  least  once  in 
every  three  months,  may  be  fined  the  sum 
of  one  dollar  for  each  three  months  of  con- 
tinuous absence,  the  same  to  be  charged  at 
the  end  of  each  term  as  dues.  Sickness  of 
self  or  family,  or  absence  from  the  locality 
of  the  Lodge,  shall  be  deemed  sufficient 
excuse  and  therefore  not  liable  to  the  fine. 
Lodges  shall  furnish  a  suitable  register  for 
members'  signature,  which  shall  be  in 
charge  of  the  O.G. 


ARTICLE  V. 

Of  Degrees. 

■'■  Section  1.  A  member  who  has  been  in 
membership  one  week,  may  make  application 
for  election  to  any  or  all  of  the  three  Sub- 
ordinate Degrees,  which  application  shall  be 
accompanied  with  the  amount  required 
therefor,  and  be  presented  to  the  Lodge, 
when  open  in  that  Order  of  Business,  when 
the  Lodge  shall  ballot  upon  the  application, 
and  if  not  more  than  two  black  balls  be 
cast,  he  shall  be  declared  elected.  If  he  be 
rejected,  no  application  shall  be  again  re- 
ceived from  him  within  three  months  there- 
after. The  Lodge  may  ballot  for  the  three 
Degrees  at  one  time  when  under  that  Order 
of  Business,  or  under  the  Order  of  New 
Business,  but  shall  not  confer  more  than 
one    Degree   on   a    member   at    the    same 
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meeting,  except  in  case  of  emergency,  when 
by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present 
the  three  Degrees  may  be  conferred  at  the 
same  meeting;  Provided,  that  consent  by 
Dispensation  shall  have  first  been  obtained 
from  the  Grand  Master  or  the  D.D.G.M.  of 
the  district,  before  the  degrees  are  con- 
ferred. 

Lodges  may  confer  any  Degree  or  Degrees, 
including  the  Initiatory  Degree,  upon  a 
member   of   another  Lodge,   in   which   case 

ine  urotner  snail  be  furnished  with  a  cer- 
tificate under  seal,  signed  by  the  Noble 
Grajid  and  attested  by  the  Secretary,  auth- 
orizing another  Lodge  to  confer  the  same, 
provided  the  same  is  done  without  charge. 

All  candidates  for  Degrees  rhall  be  re- 
quired to  pass  a  satisfactory  examination 
in  open  Lodge,  in  the  secret  work  and  obli- 
gation of  the  preceding  Degree,  before  be- 
ing advanced  to  the  next  higher  Degree. 

Sec.  2,  All  business  other  than  conferring 
the  Degrees  shall  be  conducted  in  the  Third 
Degree.  'f 

ARTICLE  VL 
Of  Officers. 

Section  1,  The  elective  officers  of  this 
Lodge  shall  consist  of  a  Noble  Grand,  Vice 
Grand,  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  who  shall 
serve  a  regular  term  each,  and  the  Lodge 
may  elect  a  Secretary,  Treasurer  and  Fin- 
ancial Secretary  for  the  same  time,  or  for 
one  year,  to  take  charge  of  the  accounts 
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between  the  Lodg'e  and  its  members.  Lodges 
may  provide  by  By-law  for  the  election  of 
Trustees,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  manage, 
invest  and  control  the  money,  property  and 
effects  of  the  Lodge,  in  such  manner  as  the 
Lodge  may  .rect,  and  may  define  their 
duties  and  prescrilDe  their  term  of   office. 

Sec.  2,  The  appointed  officers  shall  con- 
sist of  a  W.,  Conductor,  O.G.,  I.G.,  Chap- 
lain, R.S.  to  N.G.,  L.S.  to  N.G.,  R.S.  to 
V.G.,  L.S.  to  V.G.,  and  R.  and  L.S.S.,  who 
shall  each  serve  a  regular  term. 

Sec,  3,  No  member  shall  be  installed  as 
Noble  Grand  unless  he  has  served  a  term 
as  Vice  Grand,  or  the  last  of  a  term  to  fill 
a  vacancy,  nor  as  Vice  Grand,  unless  he 
has  served  a  term  in  an  inferior  office, 
other  than  Trustee.  Service  in  office, 
whether  elected  or  appointed,  is  qualifying 
in  any  other  Lodge  as  well  as  in  this 
Lodge,  provided  a  Brother  has  a  certificate 
to  that  effect  under  seal  of  a  Lodge  In  good 
standing;  Provided,  that  any  Third  Degree 
member  may  be  elected,  if  all  qualified 
Brothers  refuse  to  serve,  and  a  dispensa- 
tion being  granted  by  the  Grand  Master 
previous  to  installation.  ^ 

Sec.  4,  At  the  installation  of  officers 
the  newly  installed  Noble  Grand  shall  give 
the  District  Deputy  Grand  Master  a  receipt 
for  the  Rituals  received  by  him,  said  re- 
ceipt to  be  witnessed  by  the  D.D.G.M.,  and

promptly  forwarded  by  him  to  the  Grand 
Secretary. 

In  case  the  Lodge  has  allowed  Rituals 
to  become  lost  or  misplaced,  the  Lodge  shall 
pay  to  Grand  Lodge  a  fine  of  $25.00  for 
each  Ritual  so  lost  or  misplaced,  and  in  the 
event  of  neglect  or  refusal  to  pay  such 
fine,  the  Lodge  shall  be  debarred  from  rep- 
resentation in  Grand  Lodge  until  payment 
is  made.  Should  any  lost  or  misplaced 
Ritual  be  found  and  be  placed  in  possession 
of  the  Lodge,  the  fine  shall,  on  satisfactory 
evidence  to  Grand  Lodge,  be  remitted  to  the 
Lodge. 

Sec.  5,  All  elective  officers.  Warden,  Out- 
side Guardian  and  Inside  Guardian,  shall  be 
clear  of  all  pecuniary  charges  on  the  books, 
and  have  attained  the  Third  Degree  previ- 
ous to  installation,  and  all  elective  officers 
shall  be  eligible  for  re-election. 

Sec.  6,  Nominations  for  elective  officers 
shall  be  made  only  on  the  two  meetings  im- 
mediately preceding  that  of  the  regular 
election,  except  when  the  nominees  for  an 
office  all  decline. 

Sec.  7,  Officers  shall  be  elected  at  the  last 
regular  meeting  in  May  and  November  of 
each  year,  and  be  installed  at  the  first 
regular  meeting  in  the  new  term:  Provided, 
the  installing  officer  be  present;  if  absent, 
the  Lodge  may,  by  vote,  defer  it  for  one 
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week,  or  call  a  special  meeting  for  the 
purpose,  at  the  request  of  the  District 
Deputy  Grand  Master.  No  member  shall  be 
elected  to  fill  more  than  one  elective  office 
at  the  same  time;  except  the  Recording 
Secretary,  who  may  also  act  as  Financial 
Secretary. 

Sec.  8,  All  officers  handling  Lodge  funds 
must  be  bonded  in  such  sums  as  the  Lodge 
shall  determine  and  shall  receive  their  bonds 
through  the  Grand  Lodge  of  British  Colum- 
bia. The  minimum  amounts  of  the  bond 
shall  be  as  follows:  Financial  Secretary 
and  Trustees  $100.00  each;  Treasurer  $200.- 
00;  and  before  any  officer  can  be  installed, 
the  receipt  for  the  premium  of  his  bond 
must  be  produced  to  the  installing  officer 
for  inspection. 


Sec.  9,  Any  officer  absenting  himself 
from  the  Lodge  for  three  consecutive  meet- 
ings, except  in  case  of  sickness,  or  any  of- 
ficer, for  misconduct  or  neglect  as  such, 
may  be  removed  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of 
the  members  voting  at  the  next  meeting, 
after  a  resolution  therefor  has  been  offered 
to  the  Lodge. 

Sec.  10,  Vacancies  in  elective  office  may 
be  filled  by  the  Lodge,  by  nomination  and 
election,  at  the  next  regular  meeting  after 
nomination;  and  until  so  filled  the  Noble

Grand  shall  appoint  a  member  to  the  office 
pro  tem. 

Sec.  11,  The  duties  of  the  various  officers 
shall  be  as  laid  down  in  the  charges  of  of- 
fice and  as  specified  by  this  Constitution 
and  the  By-laws  of  the  Lodge. 

Sec.  12,  The  Noble  Grand  or  officer  act- 
ing as  such,  shall  appoint  the  majority,  the 
Vice  Grand  or  officer  acting  as  such,  the 
minority  of  all  committees  on  candidates. 

Sec.  13,  The  Lodge^  at  the  first  meeting 
in  May,  in  each  year,  shall  elect  one  Rep- 
resentative to  the  Grand  Lodge  for  its  con- 
tributing members  of  one  hundred  or  under, 
also  one  additional  Representative  if  its 
membership  shall  amount  to  one  hundred 
and  one  or  over,  as  shown  by  its  report  on 
the  31st  day  of  December  of  the  previous 
year;  no  Lodge  shall  be  entitled  to  more 
than  two  Representatives.  Each  Lodge 
shall  at  the  same  time  elect  an  alternate 
for  each  representative  elected,  and  in  case 
a  representative  shall  be  unable  to  attend 
the  sessions  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  then  the 
alternate  receiving  the  highest  number  of 
votes,  may  attend  in  his  place  and  have 
all  the  powers  and  privileges  of  a  repre- 
spr.tat.iV(P. 


Lodges  may,  by  passing  a  By-law  to  that 
effect,  provide  that  Past  Grands  must  have 
attended  a  majority  of  the  Lodge  meetings 
dunng  the  preceding  year,  unless  prevented 
by  personal  illness,  to  be  eligible  for  election 
as    a    Representative." 

Sec.  14,  "Good  standing"  of  a  member 
vv^ithin  the  meaning  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
British     Columbia,     shall     be:      Contributing 
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members  of  the  Lodge  who  are  not  indebt- 
ed thereto  for  an  amount  equal  to  three 
months  dues. 

"Contributing  members"  within  the  mean- 
ing of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  British  Columbia, 
shall  be:  Beneficial  members  who  are  en- 
titled to  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  the 
Order,  including  the  benefits  provided  for 
in  Article  IV,  Section  2,  of  this  Constitu- 
tion. 

Sec.  15,  This  Lodge  may  join  with  other 
Lodges  located  in  the  same  city,  in  organiz- 
ing a  General  Relief  Committee,  for  the 
purpose  of  visiting  and  relieving  sojourning 
brothers  belonging  to  other  Lodges,  and 
paying  such  benefits  as  may  be  authorized 
by  the  sick  member's  Lodge,  and  may  con- 
tribute towards  the  necessary  and  legiti- 
mate expenses  of  such  Committee.         ,   ■ , 

Such  committee  may  raise  funds  to  en- 
able it  to  carry  out  its  work,  by  any  legiti- 
mate means,  provided  that  a  dispensation 
for  the  same  be  first  obtained  from  the 
Grand  Master. 

All  such  committees  must  furnish  the 
Grand  Secretary  annually  with  reports  of 
their  proceedings,  viz.,  number  of  brothers 
relieved,  amount  paid  for  relief,  amount 
paid  for  management  expenses,  total  a- 
mount  of  receipts. 
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ARTICLE    VII. 

Duties  of  Officers. 

Section  1,  NOBLE  GRAND— The  Noble 
Grand  shall  preside  at  all  meetings,  and 
shall  preserve  order  and  decorum,  but  his 
decisions  on  all  questions  shall  be  subject 
to  appeal.  He  shall  strictly  enforce  the 
provisions  of  the  Constitution  and  By-laws, 
and  see  that  all  officers  of  the  Lodge  and 
members  of  committees  perform  their  re- 
spective duties  as  enjoined  by  the  usages 
of  the  Order,  and  by  the  Constitution  and 
By-lawa;  and  enforce  all  fines  and  penalties 
imposed  by  the  Constitution  and  By-laws, 
or  by  a  vote  of  the  Lodge;  appoint  all  com-' 
mittees  except  the  minority  of  committees 
of  investigation  (if  not  otherwise  directed). 
On  the  night  of  his  installation,  he  shall 
appoint,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Lodge,  the  following  standing  committees, 
viz.:  Finance,  Relief  and  Room  Committees. 
He  shall  give  the  casting  vote  on  all  ques- 
tions before  the  Lodge,  except  in  the  elec- 
tion of  officers,  when  he  shall  be  entitled 
to  vote;  inspect  and  announce  the  result 
of  all  ballotings,  or  other  voting;  have 
charge  of  the  Charter,  which  he  must  al- 
ways have  in  the  Lodge;  sign  all  drafts 
upon  the  Treasurer  for  such  sums  as  may 
have  been  ordered  by  the  Lodge,  and  per- 
form all  other  duties  appertaining  to  his 
office.    He  shall  not  make  nor  second  any 
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motion  or  resolution,  nor  take  part  in  any 
debate  while  in  the  chair.  Previous  to  clos- 
ing the  Lodge,  he  sliall  ascertain  from  the 
Financial  Secretary  the  amount  of  the  re- 
ceipts of  the  evening,  and  of  the  Treasurer 
if  he  has  received  the  same. 

Sec.  2,  VICE  GRAND— The  Vice  Grand 
shall  assist  the  Noble  Grand  in  presiding 
over  the  Lodge,  appoint  his  own  supporters 
and  the  minority  of  all  committees  of  in- 
vestigation, have  special  charge  of  the  door, 
and,  in  the  absence  of  the  Noble  Grand,  pre- 
side in  his  stead,  and  perform  all  the  other 
duties  required  by  the  Laws  and  Usages  of 
the  Order,  and  by  the  Constitution  and  By- 
laws. 


Sec.  3,  RECORDING  SECRETARY  — 
The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  an  ac- 
curate record  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
Lodge;  take  charge  of  and  keep  in  safety 
the  Seal  of  the  Lodge;  keep  carefully,  in 
good  order  the  books,  papers  and  other 
property  belonging  to  his  office,  and  de- 
liver the  same  in  like  good  order  to  his 
successor  in  office;  fill  up  all  certificates 
and  cards  granted  by  the  Lodge,  and  en- 
dorse all  cards  of  visiters;  write  and  duly 
despatch  all  communications  ordered  by  the 
Lodge;  inform  all  candidates  of  their  elec- 
tion or  rejection,  but  without  disclosing  any 
other  fact  or  circumstance  connected  there- 
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with;  examine  the  Black  Book  in  reference 
to  all  applications  for  membership,  and 
acquaint  the  Committee  on  Character  with 
the  results  of  such  examination;  give  the 
chairman  on  such  committees  the  names  of 
members  of  committee  and  referees.  He 
shall  keep  a  list  of  the  members  elected 
to  degrees,  with  the  date  of  election  and 
the  name  of  the  degree.  He  shall  preserve 
and  file  all  accounts,  reports,  written  reso- 
lutions, and  other  documents  belonging  to 
his  office;  and  attest  all  orders  on  the 
Treasurer  for  money  ordered  to  be  paid 
by  the  Lodge  and  signed  by  the  Noble 
Grand;  and  advise  the  Financial  Secretary 
of  all  votes  of  the  Lodge  imposing  an  as- 
sessment, and  at  the  end  of  each  term  make 
out  the  report  of  the  Grand  Lodge  as  re- 
quired by  that  Lodge,  and  perform  all  such 
other  duties  consistent  with  his  office,  as 
may  be  required  of  him  by  the  Lodge,  or 
his  charge  of  office. 

Sec.  4,  FINANCIAL  SECRETARY  — 
The  Financial  Secretary  shall  regularly  at- 
tend each  meeting,  aid  the  Recording  Sec- 
retary in  the  discharge  of  his  duties,  keep 
just  and  faithful  accounts  between  the 
Lodge  and  its  members,  receive  all  moneys 
due  the  Lodge,  and  pay  the  same  at  the 
close  of  each  meeting  to  the  Treasurer,  tak- 
ing his  receipt  therefor.  He  shall,  one 
month  previous  to  the  expiration  of  each

quarter,  ending  April  1st,  July  1st,  October 
1st,  and  January  1st,  notify  each  member 
who  is  indebted  to  the  Lodge.  He  shall  have 
a  ledger,  cash,  roster  and  receipt  books, 
keeping  the  former  posted  every  quarter. 
He  shall,  at  the  close  of  the  term,  assist  the 
Recording  Secretary  in  making  up  the  regu- 
lar returns  for  the  Grand  Lodge,  render  an 
exact  account  of  the  state  of  his  books,  to- 
gether with  a  list  of  the  Brothers  who  have 
ceased  to  be  members,  and  of  those  entitled 
to  vote  at  the  regular  election  of  officers, 
which  shall  be  in  possession  of  the  Noble 
Grand,  to  be  examined  by  him  as  their 
names  are  called.  He  shall  attend  the 
auditing  of  the  books  of  the  Lodge,  and 
furnish  the  Finance  Committee  with  all  nec- 
essary information;  he  shall  prepare  a 
statement  of  the  receipts  and  expenditure 
of  the  Lodge  for  each  half  year  ending  on 
the  last  regular  meeting  in  June  and  Dec- 
ember, together  with  a  statement  of  the 
total  value  of  the  Lodge  funds.

Sec.  5,  TREASURER— It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  receive  from  the 
Financial  Secretary  all  monies  of  the  Lodge 
and  carefully  to  take  charge  of,  and  deal 
with  the  same,  in  such  manner  as  may  be 
required  by  the  By-laws  of  the  Lodge,  or 
by  any  vote  of  the  Lodge  duly  passed  in 
conformity  therewith;  to  pay  all  orders 
signed  by  the  Noble  Grand  and  Recording 
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Secretary  but  none  other;  to  keep  a  cor- 
rect account  of  all  monies  coming  into  his 
hands;  to  lay  before  the  Lodge  a  statement 
of  its  receipts  and  disbursements  at  ihe 
first  regular  meeting  in  each  month;  to 
have  his  books  written  up  for  the  inspection 
of  the  Finance  Committee;  at  the  close  of 
each  term  to  furnish  the  Recording  Sec- 
retary with  such  information  as  will  enable 
that  officer  to  compile  hii,  report  to  the 
Grand  Lodge;  and  to  deliver  up^  when  legal- 
ly called  upon,  all  monies,  bonds,  papers, 
books  and  other  property  of  the  Lodge, 
which  may  be  in  his  possession  or  charge, 
to  his  successor  in  office,  or  any  Brother 
whom  the  Lodge  may  appoint  to  receive  the 
same. 

Sec.  6,  JUNIOR  PAST  GRAND  —  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Junior  Past  Grand 
to  attend  and  act  in  the  capacity  of  Past 
Grand,  and  perform  all  the  duties  pertain- 
ing to  his  office. 

ARTICLE  YIII. 

Of  Penalties  and  Trials.    ' 

Section  1, — Clause  1.  Any  member  ne- 
glecting or  refusing  to  make  payment  of 
his  dues  or  demands  against  him  to  the 
Lodge,  according*  to  it?  By-laws,  for  the 
space   of  eleven  months,  shall  be  notified 
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by  the  Lodge  in  writing  of  the  state  of  his 
account,  and  if  after  one  month  his  account 
still  remains  unsettled,  he  may  be  sus- 
pended from  membership;  Provided,  that 
no  person  shall  be  so  suspended  until  after 
the  fact  of  his  dues  being  in  arrears  and 
unpaid  for  twelve  months  shall  have  been 
announced  in  open  Lodge  at  two  regular 
meetings;  and  provided  further,  that  no 
person  shall  cease  to  be  a  member  under 
this  section,  whilst  charges  are  pending  a- 
gainst  him;  Provided,  that  in  case  of  ab- 
sence of  a  Brother  at  a  distance  of  fifty 
miles  from  his  Lodge,  two  months'  addi- 
tional time  shall  be  allowed  him  to  pay  his 
indebtedness. 

Clause  2,  Any  member  suspended  from 
meri)bership  for  non-payment  of  dues,  may 
be  reinstated  in  the  Lodge  from  which  he 
was  suspended  within  one  year  thereafter, 
by  paying  the  amount  of  one  year's'  dues, 
and  by  receiving  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of 
the  members  present,  the  vote  being  taken 
by  ball  or  paper  ballot — a  motion  to  that 
effect  having  been  laid  over  for  one  week; 
but  after  one  year  he  may  be  reinstated 
upon  the  payment  of  the  fee  charged  for  an 
initiate  of  the  same  age,  as  provided  by 
the  By-laws,  or  such  lesser  sums  as  may  be 
fixed  by  the  By-laws  of  the  Lodge  to  which 
such  applicp.tion  is  made:  Provided,  such 
sum  be  not  less  than  the  amount  of  one 
year's  dues  of  the  said  Lodge;  and  he  shall 
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petition  the  Lodge  in  writing  to  be  re- 
instated, vrhich  shall  be  dlssv  iFtr  >f,  in  all 
respects,  as  provided  for  ir  Ir  le  11, 
Section  1,  for  petitions  for  n  jmNrship  by 
initiation.  A  member  who  has  been  sus- 
pended from  membership  for  non-payment 
of  dues  and  has  been  reinstated,  shall  not 
be  entitled  to  benefits  for  six  months  from 
the  date  of  reinstatement. 

Clause  3,  A  member  suspended  from 
membership  for  non-payment  of  dues,  and 
who  makes  application  for  reinstatement 
and  for  a  Withdrawal  Card  for  the  purpose 
of  uniting  with  another  Lodge  in  this  juris- 
diction, may  be  reinstated  and  granted  a 
Withdrawal  Ca  ^  at  any  time  within  ve 
years  from  the  date  of  suspension j  r.  ■.■ 
the  payment  of  one  year's  dues,  ana  tm-i 
usual  price  of  a  card. 

Clause  4,  A  member  suspended  from 
membership  in  this  jurisdiction  for  non- 
payment of  dues  and  against  whom  no 
charges  are  pending,  shall,  upon  proper 
application  and  the  payment  of  one  dollar, 
be  granted  a  Dismissal  Certificate. 

Clause  5,  In  all  cases  when  a  mem^'^i.  haa 
been  suspended  for  non-payment  oi  i  .h, 
and  his  Lodge  has  refused  to  reinstate  u  .n, 
he  shall,  upon  a  proper  application,  be  en- 
titled to  receive,  rs.n6  >L>^  Lodge  shall  grant 
a  Dismissal  Cert"  vicate,  7.: .n  receipt  there- 
for of  one  dollar. 
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Clause  6,  Dismissal  Certificates  may  be 
received  from  the  holders  thereof  on  appli- 
cation for  membership  in  Subordinate 
Lodges,  in  the  same  manner  as  Withdrawal 
Cards;  but  the  holders  of  such  certificates 
shall  in  no  case  be  allowed  to  visit  thereon. 

Clause  7,  The  certificates  named  in  this 
section  shall  be  only  those  provided  by  the 
Grand  Secretary  of  the  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge.  All  applications  for  Withdrawal 
Cards  or  Dismissal  Certificates  must  be 
made  in  writing  over  the  signature  of  the 
Brother  applying  for  the  same. 

Sec.  2,  Any  member  who  shall  violate  any 
of  the  principles  of  the  Order,  or  offend 
against  the  Constitution,  By-laws,  or  Rules 
of  Order  of  this  Lodge,  shall  be  fined,  repri- 
manded, suspended,  or  expelled,  as  the  By- 
laws may  direct,  gr  the  Lodge  determine. 
But  he  shall  be  entitled  to  a  fair  trial  in 
accordance  with  the  following  Code  of  Pro- 
cedure. 

Sec.  3,  No  officer  shall  preside  when  his 
trial  is  taking  place  in  the  Lodge. 

Sec.  4,  All  suspensions,  (as  a  means  of 
punishment)  must  be  for  a  definite  period, 
not  exceeding  one  year.  At  the  end  of  the 
term  of  punishment  the  Brother  shall  re- 
turn to  his  rank  in  "the  Lodge  without 
further  action.  A  Brother  who  has  been 
legally  expelled,  shall  not  be  admitted  to 
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membership   without   the    consent    of   the 
Grand  Master. 

Sec.  5,  Notice  of  the  rejection  of  candi- 
dates for  initiation  and  of  the  expulsion  or 
suspension  of  a  member,  with  the  cause 
thereof,  except  for  non-payment  of  dues, 
shall  be  given  by  the  Secretary  forthwith, 
to  the  Grand  Secretary. 

Sec.  6,  This  Lodge  shall  have  a  book,  in 
which  shall  be  entered  the  names  of  all 
persons  rejected,  suspended  or  expelled  by 
this  or  any  other  Lodge,  of  which  they  may 
have  received  due  notice,  with  the  date  and 
cause  of  such  suspension  or  expulsion. 

Sec.  7,  All  trials  under  the  provisions  of 
this  Article,  shall  be  conducted  substantially 
according  to  the  following: — 


CODE  OF  PROCEDURE. 

SECTION  1. 

Rule  1, — All  charges  against  members  of 
the  Order  in  this  jurisdiction  made  pursuant 
to  the  provisions  of  Article  VIII,  of  this 
Constitution^  shall  be  drawn  in  the  manner 
prescribed  in  Form  1,  Section  V,  of  this 
Code,  and  be  signed  by  a  member  in  good 
standing.  The  general  charge  shall  be  an 
averment  of  "Conduct  unbecoming  an  Odd 
Fellow,"  followed  by  a  specification  or  spec- 
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ifications  stating  the  time,  place  and  cir- 
cumstances of  the  offence;  and  each  offence 
shall  be  the  subject  of  a  separate  specifica- 
tion. 

Rule  2, — The  charges  and  specifications 
shall  be  presented  and  read  to  the  Lodge 
at  a  regular  session,  when  open  in  the 
Order  of  "New  Business"  and  shall  be  ent- 
ered in  full  on  the  records. 


Rule  3, — The  Lodge  shall,  immediately 
after  the  reading  of  the  charge,  if  the  ac- 
cused Brother  be  present,  proceed  to  the 
choice,  by  ballot,  of  a  Committee  of  Trial, 
consisting  of  five,  who  must,  if  possible, 
have  the  same  or  a  higher  degree  than  that 
attained  by  the  accused.  Any  member  nom- 
inated as  one  of  the  Committee  of  Trial 
may  be  challenged  for  cause  by  the  accused, 
accuser  or  any  member  of  the  Lodge,  in 
which  case  the  Lodge  shall  proceed  to  the 
election  of  the  members  against  whom  no 
challenge  has  been  made.  The  grounds 
of  challenge  or  challenges  shall  then  be 
stated,  when  the  vote  shall  be  taken,  and 
if  two-thirds  of  those  voting  shall  vote  in 
favor  of  the  challenged  brother,  he  shall  be 
declared  elected.  Should  such  brother  fail 
to  be  elected,  new  nominations  must  be  ' 
made  and  proceedings  had  until  the  com- 
mittee is  filled.  Should  the  accused  Brother  • 
be  absent,  the  choice  of  the  committee  shall 
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be  postponed  for  two  weeks,  and  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Lodge  shall  notify  the  absent 
Brother  of  the  fact  that  charges  have  been 
preferred  against  him,  and  of  the  time 
when  the  committee  is  to  be  appointed;  and 
should  the  Brother  fail  to  appear  at  the 
time  aforesaid  he  shall  be  deemed  to  have 
waived  his  right  of  challenge  and  the  Lodge 
shall  proceed  to  the  choice  of  the  committee 
as  herein  provided. 

Rule  4, — The  Secretary  shall  make  a 
copy  of  the  charge  and  specifications,  affix 
thereto  the  seal  of  the  Lodge,  and  certify 
it  substantially  according  to  Form  2,  Sec- 
tion V,  of  the  Code,  and  serve  or  cause  the 
same  to  be  served  upon  the  accused.  He 
shall  also  certify,  under  seal,  the  original 
charge  and  specifications;  and  deliver  the 
same  to  the  first  named  member  of  the 
committee  according  to  Form  3,  Section 
V,  of  the  Code,  and  shall  notify  each  mem- 
ber thereof  of  his  appointment,  according 
to  Form  4,  Section  V. 


Rule  5, — The  first  named  member  of  said 
committee  shall  within  one  week  after  re- 
ceiving notice  of  his  appointment,  call  a 
meeting  of  the  committee  for  organization, 
when  a  chairman  and  secretary  shall  be 
elected,  and  a  suitable  time  and  place  be 
.  appointed  for  an  adjurned  meeting,  which 
shall  not  be  held  in  less  than  two  weeks, 
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at  which  the  accuser  and  accused  shall  be 
notified  to  appear  and  proceed  with  the 
trial.  The  notice  shall  be  in  accordance 
with  Form  5,  Section  V,  of  this  Code,  and 
must  be  served  upon  the  parties  personally, 
if  they  can  be  found,  otherwise  by  leaving 
the  same  at  their  last  known  place  of  resi- 
dence, if  in  the  town  or  city  where  the 
Lodge  is  located,  at  least  one  week  prior  to 
the  time  of  trial.  If  the  accused  resides 
out  of  town,  the  notice  shall  be  directed  to 
his  last  known  place  of  residence  and  left 
at  the  post  office,  and  if  the  Brother  so 
notified  shall  not  appear  at  the  time  speci- 
fied or  offer  satisfactory  reasons  therefor, 
the  committee  shall  proceed  as  if  he  were 
present,  or  they  may  report  by  resolution, 
to  expel  the  member  so  refusing  to  appear, 
for  contempt  of  the  Lodge. 

Rule  6, — At  the  time  specified  for  the 
trial,  the  accuser  and  accused  being  present 
and  answering,  the  charge  and  specifica- 
tions shall  be  read,  and  the  accused  be  re- 
quired to  make  answer  to  each  specification 
contained  in  the  charge.  Should  the  accused 
object  to  a  specification  on  the  ground  of 
indefiniteness,  the  accuser  shall  have  leave 
to  amend,  provided  such  amendment  be 
made  immediately.  The  accused  may  then 
plead  to  each  specification  either  of  the  fol- 
lowing answers:    .      ,.      .    . 
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1,  That  the  alleged  offence  is  not  within, 
the  legal  jurisdiction  of  the  Lodge. 

2,  That  the  complaint  contained  in  the 
specifications  is  frivolous. 

3,  Admit   the  facts   stated   and  justify 
the  alleged  offence. 

4,  Guilty. 

5,  Not  guilty.

Rule  7, — The  report  of  the  committee 
shall  state  the  findings  on  each  specification 
and  on  the  charge  according  to  Form  6, 
Section  V,  of  the  Code,  and  shall  be  ac- 
companied by  an  accurate  record  of  the  pro- 
ceedings, rulings  and  decisions,  together 
with  the  evidence  taken  during  the  trial, 
and  a  resolution  or  resolutions  for  adoption 
by  the  Lodge,  which  shall  be  submitted  to 
the  Lodge  within  one  month  after  the  case 
has  been  submitted  to  them.  Should  there 
be  a  minority  report,  it  shall  be  drawn  and 
presented  in  a  similar  manner. 
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Rule  8,— The  report  of  the  committee 
shall  be  received  and  entered  in  full  in  the 
records,  without  discussion,  and  laid  over 
for  action  at  the  second  regular  session 
thereafter.  The  Secretary  shall  immediate- 
ly transmit  to  the  accuser  and  accused  a 
copy  of  the  report  or  reports,  and  also 
notify   them   of  thf    time  when  the  same 
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will  be  acted  upon,  in  the  manner  prescrib- 
ed in  Rule  5.  At  the  time  fixed  upon  to 
consider  the  report  the  Lodge  may  proceed 
to  consider  and  determine  the  matter, 
whether  the  accused  Brother  be  present  or 
not,  and  in  all  cases  involving  the  suspen- 
sion or  expulsion  of  a  member,  it  shall  re- 
quire a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members 
present  to  adopt  the  resolution,  the  vote 
to  be  taken  by  ball  or  paper  ballot,  and 
the  Lodge  shall  be  fully  competent,  while 
such  motion  is  under  consideration,  to  vary 
the  penalty  from  the  original  motion. 
Either  party  may  object  to  any  of  the  rul- 
ings and  decisions  of  the  committee  when 
the  Lodge  shall  take  up  the  report  for 
consideration. 

Rule  9, — At  the  regular  meeting  of  the 
Lodge  two  weeks  after  the  report  of  the 
committee,  the  case  shall  be  taken  up;  the 
findings,  rulings  and  resolution  of  the  com- 
mittee read  and  considered,  and  all  testi- 
mony, if  any,  bearing  thereon;  and  the 
Lodge  shall,  by  vote,  adopt  or  reject  the 
resolutions  which  may  be  submitted  by  the 
committee,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Rule 
8. 

Rule  10, — When  the  Lodge  shall  have 
taken  final  action  as  aforesaid,  the  Secre- 
tary shall  at  once  give  notice  thereof,  under 
seal,  to  the  party  against  whom  the  decision 
is  rendered,  by  delivering  the  same  to  him

personally,  or  by  leaving  it  at  his  last 
known  place  of  residence,  or  forwarding  to 
him  by  mail,  from  which  decision  he  may 
appeal  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  British  Col- 
umbia within  two  we(;ks  after  the  service 
of  such  notice  by  filing  with  the  Secretary 
a  written  notice  of  such  appeal  and  the 
grounds  thereof  according  to  Form  7,  Sec- 
tion V,  of  the  Code,  and  also  by  serving 
notice  of  appeal  upon  the  Grand  Secretary 
according  to  Form  8,  Section  V. 


SECTION  II. 
Rules  Gjveming  Committees. 

Rule  1, — Three  members  of  a  Committee 
of  Trial  shall  constitute  a  quorum  and  be 
competent  to  proceed  with  the  preliminary 
trial.  All  questions  requiring  a  decision  of 
the  committee  shall  be  determined  by  a 
majority  of  those  present. 


Rule  2, — When  the  accuser  or  accused 
shall  notify  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee 
of  Trial  in  writing  that  he  requires  the 
presence  of  a  member  of  the  Order  as  a 
witness,  the  Chairman  shall  endorse  such 
notice,  stating  the  time  and  place  of  meet- 
ing, and  transmit  it  to  the  Noble  Grand  of 
the  Lodge  of  which  such  witness  is  a  mem- 
ber, who  shall  immediately  cause  the  mem- 
ber (or  members)  named,  to  be  summoned 
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to  attend  as  a  witness  according  to  Form  9, 
Section  V,  of  the  Code. 

Rule  3, — The  committee  shall  keep  cor- 
rect minutes  of  the  proceedings  which  must 
show: 

1,  The  date  and  place  of  each  meeting, 
and  the  parties  present. 

2,  The  charges  and  specifications  and 
answers  or  pleas  of  the  accused. 

3,  All  points  raised  and  the  decisions 
thereon. 

4,  The  exceptions  taken  by  either  party. 

5,  Parol  evidence  in  full,  subscribed  by 
the  witness. 

6,  Documentary  evidence  distinctly 
marked. 

7,  Decisions  of  the  committee  upon  each 
specification  and  charge. 

Rule  4, — The  report  must  be  signed  by  at 
least  three  members  of  the  committee. 


SECTION    III. 
Evidence  and  Witnesses. 

Rule  1, — The  evidence  competent  to  be 
admitted  before  the  Committee  of  Trail 
shall  be:  (1)  Testimony  of  witnesses,  who 
shall  appear  before  the  committee;  (2)  De- 
positions; (3)  Records  of  Lodge;  (4)  Doc- 
umentary   evidence,    etc.      The    committee 
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shall  determine  the  admissibility  of  the 
evidence  offered,  subject  to  exceptions  by 
either  party;  the  exceptions  so  taken  shall 
be  entered  by  the  committee  upon  the 
minutes. 

Rule  2, — After  the  direct  cross-ex- 

amination of  a  witness  has  been  concluded, 
the  witness  shall  not  be  further  examined 
or  recalled  except  to  explain  evidence  given 
on  his  original  examination,  or  by  consent 
of  the  opposing  party. 

Rule  3, — Extracts  from  the  records  of  a 
Lodge  shall  be  authenticated  by  the  Secre- 
tary, under  seal.  No  Lodge  shall  be  allowed 
to  challenge  its  records,  or  extracts  taken 
therefrom,  when  duly  authenticated. 

Rule  4, — Members  of  the  Order  shall 
qualify  under  their  obligations  as  Odd  Fel- 
lows, according  to  Form  12,  Section  V,  of 
the  Code;  witnesses,  not  members,  shall  be 
qualified  by  some  civil  officers  authorized 
to  administer  oaths. 

Rule  5, — Depositions  of  absent  witnesses 
shall  be  procured  in  the  manner  prescribed 
by  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  I.O. 
O.F.,  Journal  of  1857,  pp.  2738,  2774;  Journ- 
al of  1858,  pp.  2909,  2926. 

Rule  6, — The  attendance  of  a  person  as 
a  witness  who  is  not  a  member  of  the  Order, 
must  be  procured  by  the  party  desiring  him. 
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Rule  7, — After  the  evidence  of  the  accus- 
ed shall  have  been  put  in,  the  prosecution 
may  introduce  testimony  in  rebuttal  of  the 
witnesses  for  the  defe  ce,  but  for  no  other 
^urpvose. 


SECTION  IV.      •'  ;    - 

Appeals.        ' 

Rule  1, — All  appeals  by  Subordinate 
Lodges,  or  their  members,  shall  be  present- 
ed within  twenty  days  from  the  action  of 
the  Lodge  appealed  from,  with  all  papers 
properly  certified,  to  the  Grand  Secretary 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  British  Columbia; 
and  no  appeal  will  be  considered  unless  such 
course  is  taken. 

Rule  2, — The  Lodge  shall,  within  twenty 
days  after  the  reception  of  a  notice  of  ap- 
peal to  the  Grand  Lodge,  through  its  Sec- 
retary deliver  to  the  Grand  Secretary,  under 
seal,  a  certified  copy  of  the  charge,  minutes 
of  the  Committee  of  Trial,  and  also  of  the 
records  of  the  Lodge  relating  to  the  sub- 
ject matter  of  the  appeal;  and  the  original 
testimony  taken  at  the  trial,  according  to 
Form  10,  Section  V,  of  the  Code. 

Rule  3, — Should  the  Lodge  fail  to  make 
the  above  return,  the  Grand  Secretary,  shall

ARTICLE  L 
Meetings. 

Section  L  The  regular  meetings  of  this 
Lodge  for  the  transaction  of  general  busi- 
ness shall  be  on  Monday  evening  of  each 
week.  Special  meetings  shall  be  called  by 
the  N.  G.  at  his  discretion,  or  at  the  written 
request  of  five  Scarlet  Degree  members  in 
^ood  standing,  or  by  vote  of  the  Lodge,  and 
in  all  cases  the  members  must  be  notified  by 
the  Secretary,  or  by  publication  in  one  or 
more  newspapers  of  the  time  and  object 
of  the  meeting.  No  business  shall  be  trans- 
acted at  special  meetings  other  than  that 
for  which  such  meetings  may  be  called. 

Section  2.  The  hours  of  meeting  shall 
be  7:30  p.m.  from  October  1st  to  April  1st, 
and  8:00  p.m.  from  April  1st  to  October  1st. 

Section  3.     At  all  meetings  five   Scarlet 
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Degree  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum 
for  the  transaction  of  business. 

ARTICLE   IL 
Duties  of  Elective  Oflficers. 

The  duties  of  elective  officers  shall  be 
according  to  Article  VII  of  the  Constitution. 

ARTICLE  III. 
Duties  of  the  Warden 

The  Warden,  assisted  by  the  O.  G.,  shall 
have  charge  of  the  regalia  and  property  oi 
the  Lodge,  and  shall  report  to  the  Lodge 
any  injury  done  to  the  same.  They  shall 
place  the  regalia  for  the  use  of  the  officers 
and  members  at  the  opening  of  the  Lodge, 
and  at  its  close  carefully  collect  and  replace 
it.  The  Warden  shall  canvass  all  votes  on 
motions  and  resolutions.  He  shall  keep  a 
record  book  of  all  property  belonging  to  the 
Lodge,  be  the  messenger  of  the  Lodge  dur- 
ing its  meetings,  and  perform  such  other 
duties  as  may  be  required  by  the  Lodge. 

ARTICLE    IV. 
Duties  of  Outside  Guardian. 

The  0.  G.,  in  addition  to  his  duties  of 
Guardian,  shall,  under  the  direction  of  the 
W^arden,  carefully  nlace  and  replace  the 
regalia,  clean  and  light  the  room  and  per- 
form such  other  labor  as  may  be  necessary 
to  keep  the  room  in  proper  order  for  the 
meetings  of  the  Lodge.    As  a  compensation 
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for  the  discharge  of  these  duties,  he  shall 
receive  such  salary  as  the  Lodge  shall  from 
time  to  time  determine. 

ARTICLE   V. 

Duties  of  the  Trustees. 

Section  1.  Three  Trustees  shall  be  elect- 
ed by  ballot  at  the  last  meeting  in  June, 
1936.  The  Brother  receiving  the  highest 
number  of  votes  shall  hold  office  for  three 
years,  the  next  highest  two  years,  and  the 
third  highest  one  year;  and  one  Trustee 
shall  be  elected  annually  for  the  term  of 
three  years.  All  vacancies  in  the  Board  of 
Trustees  shall  be  filled  in  regular  manner 
for  the  unexpired  term.  It  shall  be  their 
duty  to  invest  such  sums  of  money  and  in 
such  manner  as  the  Lodge  may  direct;  to 
collect  the  interest  and  rents  at  intervals 
not  exceeding  three  months,  and  pay  the 
same  to  the  Lodge;  to  call  in  the  loans  or 
use  the  securities  whenever  the  Lodge  may 
require  them  so  to  do.  No  alterations,  ad- 
ditions or  improvements  shall  be  made  to 
the  prooerty  of  the  Lodge  without  consent 
of  the  Lodge,  The  evidence  of  every  debt 
shall  be  deposited  in  some  fire-proof  safe 
in  the  city,  and  shall  be  exhibited  in  open 
Lodge  at  the  regular  meeting  next  follow- 
ing the  election  of  officers,  or  when  the  N.G. 
or  five  Scarlet  Degree  members  call  for  the 
same.  Should  any  orphans  or  children  of 
Oddfellows  of  this  Lodge  be  left  in  poverty 
without  a  guardian,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Trustees  to  endeavor  to  place  them  in 
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positions  where  they  may  procure  a  liveli- 
hood and,  at  the  same  time,  be  preserved 
from  vice.  Should  the  widow  of  an  Odd- 
fellow be  left  in  indigent  circumstances,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Trustees  to  make 
enquiries  into  her  situation  and  report  to 
the  Lodge  what  assistance  she  may  need. 
Either  or  all  of  the  Trustees  may,  for  a 
non-performance  of  duty,  or  improper  con- 
duct, be  removed  from  office,  if  two-thirds 
of  all  the  members  present  vote  for  such 
removal;  provided  that  no  removal  can  take 
place  unless  a  resolution  to  that  effect  shall 
have  been  offered  and  laid  over  for  one 
week.  When  a  Trustee  is  removed  he  shall 
deliver  to  the  N.  G.  all  Lodge  property  in 
his  possession. 

Section  2.  The  Trustees,  together  with 
the  N.  G.  and  Secretaries  of  the  Lodge, 
shall  see  that  all  requirements  of  the 
"Societies  Act"  of  the  Province  of  British 
Columbia  are  complied  with. 

ARTICLE    VL 
Duties  of  the  Visiting  Committee. 

The  Visiting  Committee  shall  consist  of 
the  N.  G.,  V.  G.,  Treasurer,  Warden,  Con- 
ductor, R.S.N.G.,  and  R.S.V.G.,  whose  duty 
it  shall  be  to  visit  all  brethren  of  this  Lodge 
known  to  be  sick,  to  render  such  assistance 
as  each  may  require  and  the  law  allows, 
and  to  continue  to  visit  them,  at  least  once 
a  week,  until  restored  to  health,  excepting 
in  cases  of  contagious  diseases.    The  visit- 
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iTig  days  of  each  member  of  the  Committee 
shall  be:  For  the  N.G.,  Sunday;  V.G.,  Mon- 
day; Treasurer,  Tuesday;  Warden,  Wednes- 
day; Conductor,  Thursday;  R.S.N. G.,  Fri- 
day; R.S.V.G.,  Saturday. 

ARTICLE   VII. 
Duties  of  the  Finance  Committee. 

The  Finance  Committee  shall  consist  of 
three  Scarlet  Degree  members.  It  shall  be 
their  duty  to  examine  all  claims  against 
the  Lodge  and  all  accounts  that  may  be 
referred  to  them,  and  to  report  thereon  in 
writing  over  their  own  proper  signatures; 
also  to  inspect  and  audit  the  accounts  of 
the  Financial  Secretary,  Treasurer,  Trustees 
and  all  other  officers  or  committees  that 
may  be  charged  with  the  receipt  or  expendi- 
ture of  the  funds  of  the  Lodge. 

The  Vice  Grand  shall  be  chairman  of  the 
Committee. 

Section  2.  The  Lodge  may  at  any  time 
appoint  an  auditor  to  examine  and  audit 
the  books,  accounts  and.  securities  belong- 
ing to  the  Lodge. 

ARTICLE    Vin. 
Duties  of  the  Room  Committee. 

The  Room  Committee  shall  consist  of  the 
Warden,  Vice  Grand  and  R.S.V.G.,  and  it 
shall  be  their  duty  to  see  that  the  Lodge 
Room  and  its  ante-chambers  are  in  proper 
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order.  At  the  end  of  each  term  they  shall 
make  an  inventory  of  all  the  property  be- 
longing to  the  Lodge,  estimate  the  value 
of  the  same,  and  showing,  what  was  received 
from  their  predecessor  and  all  alterations 
and  additions  during  the  term  reported 
upon,  and  this  report  shall  be  referred  to 
the  Trustees. 

ARTICLE  IX. 
Duties  of  the  Cemetery  Committee. 

The  Cemetery  Committee  shall  consist  of 
the  Trustees.  It  shall  be  their  duty  to  at- 
tend to  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  cem- 
etery. 

ARTICLE  X. 
Duties  of  the  Social  Committee. 

The  Social  Committee  shall  consist  of 
five  members  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  ar- 
range all  social  functions  directed  by  the 
Lodge. 

ARTICLE    XL 

Duties  of  the  Membership  Committee. 

The  Membership  Committee  shall  consist 
of  the  Financial  Secretary  and  three  mem- 
bers appointed  by  the  N.G.  Their  duty  shall 
be,  by  all  means  possible,  to  prevent  the 
members  of  the  Lodge  becoming  in  arrears 
for  dues,  or  being  suspended  for  non-pay- 
ment of  dues,  and  when  possible  get  sus- 
pended members  to  secure  re-instatement; 
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get  in  touch  with  members  in  the  city  who 
are  not  attending  Lodge  and  ascertain  the 
reason  therefor;  and  devise  means  for  in- 
creasing the  membership  of  the  Lodge. 


ARTICLE    XIL 
Duties  of  the  Reception  (>>mmittee 

The  Reception  Committee  shall  consist  of 
the  O.G.,  J.P.G.,  and  Chaplain,  whose  duty 
it  shall  be  to  give  special  attention  to  all 
visiting  brethren,  lending  every  assistance 
for  their  comfort  and  happiness  while  at- 
tending meetings. 

ARTICLE   XIII. 
Reports,  Etc. 

Reports  of  Committees  shall  be  made  in 
writing  and  signed  by  a  majority  thereof, 
Standing  committees  shall  give  a  written 
report  at  the  end  of  each  quarter. 

ARTICLE   XIV. 
Officers  Bonds. 

This  Lodge  shall  keep  the  Financial  Sec- 
retary, Treasurer  and  Trustees  bonded  in 
such  sums  as  the  Lodge  may  from  time  to 
time  determine,  but  at  no  time  in  less  than 
for  Treasurer  $300.00;  Financial  Secretary 
$250.00;  and  Trustees  $150.00  each;  said 
bonds  to  be  obtained  from  the  Grand  Lodge 
at  the  expense  of  the  Lodge. 
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ARTICLE    XV. 

Election  of  Grand  l^odge  ReprcsenfatTveS'* 

Section  1.  The  Lodgie  shall  elect  at  th? 
first  meeting:  in  May  each  year,  representa- 
tives to  the  Grand  Lodge  as  prescribed  by 
the   Constitution. 

Section  2.  Past  Grands  must  have  at^ 
tended  a  majority  of  the  Lodge  meeting.^ 
during:  the  preceding  year,  unless  prevented 
by  personal  illness,  to  be  eligible  for  election 
as  a  Representative. 

ARTICLE   XVI. 
Resident  Qualifiicatioiii 

Section  1.  All  candidates  for  initiatiorif 
must  be  residents  of  the  district  for  six  (G> 
months  prior  to  making,  application  for 
membership. 

Membersfeip.. 

Section  1.  All  persons  adn\itted  as  mem- 
bers must  be  of  industrious  hi.bits,  possess- 
ed of  some  known  and  honorable  means  of 
support,  free  from  all  infirmiti«?s  which  may 
prevent  them  from  gaining  a  livelihood  for 
themselves  or  families,  and  otherwise  quali- 
fied in  accordance  with  Article  II.  of  the 
Constitution.  All  applications  for  member- 
ship must  be  accompanied  by  the  recom- 
mendation of  a  m'^mber  of  this  Lodge  in 
good  standing,  together  with  not  less  tharu 
two  references,  arid  with;  the  sum  of  $.10.00;

but,  F'hould  an  applicant  be  rejected,  the  fee 
shall  be  returned  to  him.  Stiould  he  be 
elected  and  not  appear  for  initiation  within 
three  months  theieafter  the  fee  deposited 
l-y  him  shall  be  forfeited  and  he  shall  not 
be  admitted;  but  he  may  present  a  n?w 
petition,  which  must  take  the  usual  course. 

Section  2.  Every  candidate  shall,  previ- 
ous to  joining*  this  Lodge,  furnish  the  Lodge 
with  a  certiiicate  of  health  sipfned  by  a 
medical  man,  who  is  a  member  oi  the  Order, 
but  in  case  of  absence  or  illness,  by  such 
other  qualified  medical  man  as  the  Lodg:3 
may  direct. 

Section  3.  No  candidate  shall  h?  initiated 
on  the  same  evening:  of  his  election,  without 
a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present. 
Every  person  on  being*  admitted  a  member 
of  this  Lodge,  shall  sign  the  Constitution 
and  By-laws,  hereby  pledging  himself  to 
support,  maintain  and  abide  by  the  same, 
or  any  additions  or  amendments  thereto 
which  may  hereafter  be  made,  and  to  pay 
promptly  aM  demands  against  him  as  soon 
as  they  shall  become  due.  He  shall  also 
inform  the  Financial  Secretary  of  his  place 
of  residence,  and,  should  he  change  it,  he 
shall  immediately  give  notice  to  the  Fin- 
ancial Secretary  of  such  change. 

Non-Beneficial  Membership 

Section  1.  This  Lodge  may  receive,  as 
non-beneficial  members,  foimer  members 
of  defunct  Lodges  who  were  in  good  stand- 
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inff  in  their  respective  Lodges  at  the  time 
of  surrender  of  their  respective  charters 
and  who  are  ineligible  for  beneficial  mem- 
bership and  over  50  years  of  age. 

Section  2.  This  Lodge  may  also  receive 
as  non-beneficial  members,  non-affiliated 
Oddfellows,  who  have  been  regularly  ad- 
mitted to  and  retained  membership  in  the 
Order  for  at  least  five  years,  and  who  at 
the  time  of  making  application  for  rein- 
.-*tatement  of  membership  shall  be  over  fifty 
years  of  age,  and  who  are  not  under  ex- 
pulsion for  cause. 

Section  8.  The  admission  fee  of  a  non- 
beneficial  member  shall  be  $2.50,  and  the 
quarterly  dues  $1.25. 

Section  4.  Non-beneficial  members,  when 
so  admitted,  shall  have  no  claims  upon  this 
Lodge  for  pecuniary  benefits  of  any  kind, 
but  in  all  other  respects  they  shall  have  the 
same  privileges  as  those  holding  beneficial 
membership.

ARTICLE   XIX. 
Degrees. 

A  member  who  has  been  initiated  one 
week  may  make  application  for  ail  of  the 
three  degrees,  the  application  to  be  ac- 
companied by  the  sum  of  ^-10  for  the  three 
degrees  applied  for;  provided  always  that 
he  is  clear  of  the  books,  that  there  are  no 
undetermined  charges  against  him,  and  that 
he  is  otherwise  quaMfietl.  If  no  more  than 
tv/o  black  balls  appear  against  him  he  ^'hall 
be  declared  elected,  if  more  than  two  black 
balls  are  cast  he  shall  be  rejected,  and  he 
may  not  again  make  application  within 
three  months  of  the  date  of  his  rejection. 
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ARTICLE  XX. 
Funds 

Section  1  (a).  The  funds  of  this  Lodp^e 
shall  consist  of  a  General  Fund,  to  which 
shall  be  paid  all  moneys  received  from  initi- 
ations, degrees,  cards,  deposit  of  card; ,  aH 
returns  from  investments,  and  135  per  cent 
of  the  dues,  and  a  Contingent  Fund  consist- 
ing of  live  per  cent  of  the  dues. 

(b)  All  monies  received  from  any  ex- 
cursion, entertainment,  or  other  such  source 
shall  be  placed  in  either  the  General  Fund 
or  Contingent  Fund,  by  vote  of  the  Lodge. 

Section  2.  If  at  any  time  the  funds  of 
this  Lodge  shall  fall  below  the  sum  of  One 
Hundred  Dollars,  the  Financial  Secretary 
f-.hall  levy  an  ei^ual  tax  upon  eacri  member 
"to  make  up  the  deficiency,  and  at  no  time 
shall  the  Lodge  have  less  than  this  sum  in 
reserve. 

Section  3.  The  Recording  Secretary, 
Financial  Secretary  and  Treasurer  shall  re- 
ceive the  amount  of  dues  as  salaries  for 
each  quarter. 

ARTICLE   XXL 

Benefits. 

Section  I.  A  member  not  disqualified  to 
receive  benefits  who  by  sickness  or  accident 
may  be  rendered  incapable  of  following  any 
occupation  or  other  >vise  earning  a  liveli- 
hood may  receive  from  the  funds  of  the 
Lodge  such  amount  as  approved  by  vote  of 
the  Lodge. 
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Section  2.  No  Brother,  unless  by  deposit 
of  card,  shall  be  entitled  to  benefits  until 
he  has  been  a  member  six  months.  If  a 
member's  sickness  or  inability  proceeds  from 
intemperance  or  immoral  conduct,  or  be  oc- 
casioned by  any  constitutional  disease  or 
bodily  infirmity  which  existed  at  the  time 
of  his  admission,  and  which  was  concealed 
intentionally  from  the  Lodge,  he  shall  not 
be  entitled  to  receive  benefits.  In  no  case 
shall  an  application  from  a  member  for 
sick  or  disability  benefits  be  considered  by 
the  Lodge  unless  accompanied  by  a  certifi- 
cate from  the  attending  physician,  if  any, 
and,  in  lieu  thereof,  a  certificate  attested 
by  not  less  than  four  members  of  the  car- 
rent  term  Visiting  Committee  certifying  to 
said  sickness  or  disability. 

Section  3.  To  entitle  a  member  to  bene- 
fits when  taken  sick  at  a  point  remote  from 
his  Lodge,  he  must  send  or  cause  to  be 
sent  to  the  N.G.  a  true  statement  of  his 
case,  complaint  and  circumstances,  and  the 
cause  and  origin  of  his  illness,  accompanied 
by  the  certificate  of  the  attending  physician, 
if  any,  and  attested  by  the  N.G.  of  some 
Lodge  near  him;  but  if  there  be  no  Lod^'o^ 
near  him,  the  same  must  be  stated  by  the 
certificate  of  a  legally  qualified  physician, 
a  magistrate,  a  British  Consul,  or  the 
master  of  a  vessel. 

Section  4.  Any  member  owing  thirteen 
weeks'  dues  shall  not  be  entitled  to  receive 
benefits. 

Section  5.     Funeral  benefits  to  be  paid  in 
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accordance  with  Section  5,  Article  IV,  of 
the  Constitution  shall  be  as  follows:  For  a 
Brother  in  ,i?ood  standing,  $'75;  the  wife  of 
a  Brother  in  good  standing-,  $35;  the  widow 
of  a  Brother  who  died  in  good  standing, 
such  sum  as  the  Lodge  may  direct.  If  no 
funeral  expenses  are  incurred  by  the  death 
of  a  Brother,  wife  or  widow,  no  appropri- 
ation shall  be  made  from  the  funds  of  the 
Lodge. 

ARTICLE    XXII. 

Penalties 

Section  1.  When  a  member's  account 
shows  an  indebtedness  of  three  months' 
dues  he  shall  not  be  entitled  to  the  pecuniary 
benefits  of  this  Lodge  and  the  Financial 
Secretary  t-hall  notify  the  Brother  of  the 
fact  without  delay. 

Section  2.  Every  member  who  for  the 
space  of  eleven  months,  shall  neglecu  or  re- 
fuse to  pay  his  arrearages  to  the  Lodge, 
shall  be  notified  thereof  by  the  Financial 
Secretary,  if  after  four  weeks  his  account 
still  remains  unsettlf^d.  h"  may  be  suspended 
from  membership.  Provided  that  in  case  a 
Bi other  be  distant  from  the  Loage  hfty 
mile-i  .r  more,  he  shall  be  allowed  two 
montliti'  additional  time  in  which  to  pay  his 
indebtedness.  (All  proceedings  under  this 
section  shall  be  conducted  in  conformity 
with  Article  VII  of  the  Constitution.) 

Section  8.  If  any  member  shall  disregard 
the  authority  of  the  N,G.  by  persiating  in 
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using-  improper  language,  or  shall  be  guilty 
of  improper  conduct  either  in  the  Lodge  or 
out  of  it,  or  shall  knowingly  propose  an 
unworthy  candidate  for  membership,  or 
shall  be  guilty  of  habitual  drunkenness  or 
licentiousness,  or  of  any  infamous  offence 
against  the  laws  of  the  land,  or  shall  feign 
sickness  with  a  view  to  abuse  the  benevolent 
in:entions  of  the  Order,  or  shall  divulge 
(except  to  member  of  the  Order)  any  pro- 
ceedings of  this  or  any  other  Lodge  required 
by  him  to  be  kept  secret,  or  the  name  of 
any  Brother  who  opposed  the  admission  of 
any  candidate,  or  reveal  any  of  the  secrets 
of  the  Order,  he  shall  bt  fined,  suspended 
or  expelled,  as  the  Ladge  may  direct. 

iL^ection  4.  Any  member  convicted  of  be- 
ing' intoxicated  or  of  licentiousness,  shall, 
for  the  first  offence,  be  reprimanded;  for 
the  second  offence,  he  shall  be  suspended 
for  such  time  as  the  Lodge  may  determine, 
and  for  the  third  offence  he  shall  be  ex- 
pelled. 

ARTICLE    XXIIL 

Ballots  and  Elections 

Section  I.  When  ballots  are  taken  the 
ballot  box  shall  be  inspected  by  the  N.G. 
and  his  supporters,  and  placed  upon  the 
pedestal  in  front  and  in  full  view  of  the 
N.G.  B]very  member  present  shall  advance 
singly  and  denosit  his  ballot.  When  the 
voting  is  ended  the  ballot  shall  be  inspected 
by  the  V.G.  and  then  by  the  N.G.,  who  shall 
declare  the  result  to  the  Lodge. 
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Section  2,  At  election  of  officers  the 
Warden  shall  (in  conjunction  with  two  tel- 
lers appointed  by  the  N.G.)  receive  the 
votes  cast  in  the  ballot  box.  A  majority  of 
all  the  ballots  cast  shall  be  necessary  to 
elect.  They  shall  canvass  all  the  votes  and 
declare  the  result  to  the  N.G.,  by  whom  it 
shall  be  announced  to  the  Lodge. 

Section  3.  If,  at  any  ballot,  no  candidate 
shall  have  received  a  majority  of  the  votes 
cast,  the  name  of  the  candidate  receiving 
the  smallest  number  of  votes  shall  be 
dropped  and  a  fresh  ballot  taken. 

ARTICLE    XXIV. 
Cards. 

Section  1.  Clearance  and  withdrawal 
cards  can  be  granted  only  in  open  Lodge, 
and  by  the  payment  of  One  Dollar  for  with- 
drawal and  clearance  card.  All  arrears, 
fines  and  assessments  must  be  paid  before 
a  motion  to  grant  a  card  can  ba  entertained. 
All  dues  must  be  paid  to  the  end  of  the 
time  for  which  a  visiting  card  may  be 
granted. 

ARTICLE    XXV. 

Miscellaneous. 

Section  1.  Upon  the  death  of  a  member 
of  this  Lodge,  it  shall  be  tho  duty  of  the 
N.G.  and  other  elected  officers  to  summon 
to  attend  the  funeral  of  every  member  of 
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the  Lodge  by  such  means  as  the  exigency 
of  the  case  will  admit,  unless  otherwise 
requested  by  the  nearest  relative  of  the 
deceased. 


Section  2.  No  part  of  these  by-laws  shall 
be  repealed,  altered,  amended,  suspended  or 
annulled  unless  a  written  proposition  to  that 
effect  be  made  and  read  at  least  at  two 
regular  meetings  previous  to  the  time  of 
its^  being  acted  upon,  when,  if  three-fourths 
of  all  the  members  present  vote  in  favor 
of  such  proposition,  it  shall  be  adopted. 

Section  3.  These  By-laws  and  Rules  of 
Order  shall  take  effect  from  the  time  of 
their  approval  by  the  committee  on  Laws 
of  Subordinates  (subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  Grand  Lodge),  and  all  other  by-laws  in 
force  at  that  time  shall  stand  repealed. 
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Rules  of  Order 


Rule  I.  As  soon  as  the  presiding  officer 
shall  have  taken  the  chair,  the  officers  and 
brothers  present  shall  take  their  respective 
stations,  and  the  Lodge  shall  be  opened  in 
ancient  form. 

Rule  IL  The  order  of  procedure  after 
opening  shall  be  as  follows: 

1.  Calling  the  roll  of  officers. 

2.  Reading  by  the  Secretary  of  the  min- 
utes of  the  last  Lodge  night,  the  con- 
sideration of  any  objections  which 
may  be  made  to  any  part  thereof,  and 
their  approval  with  or  without  am- 
mendment,  as  the  case  may  require. 

3.  The  consideration  of  any  excuses 
which  may  be  offered  by  absentees 
from  previous  meetings. 

4.  The  receiving  and  consideration  of 
any  reports  from  the  Visiting  Com- 
mittee, or  from  other  brothers  who 
have  to  report  the  fact  of  any  brother 
being  sick  or  in  distress. 

5.  The  receiving  and  consideration  of 
any  reports  of  officers  or  standing 
committees  which  may  require  to  be 
made  in  pursuance  of  the  by-laws. 
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6.  The  receivin'g  and  consideration  of 
any  reports  of  special  committees,  in 
order  of  their  seniority. 

7.  The  receiving:  of  propositions  for 
membership  and  their  reference  to 
Committees  on  Chaiacter. 

8.  Recess. 

9.  The  receiving:  and  consideration  of 
reports  of  Committees  on  Character 
and  balloting  thereon. 

10.    The  initiation  of  candidates  for  mem- 
bership and  conferring-  degrees. 


11, 


The  nomination  or  election  of  officers 
on  the  evening  designated  for  such 
nomination  or  election. 

12.  Funeral  Aid. 

13.  Does  any  member  have  or  know  of 
any  employment  that  could  be  given 
to  a  brother? 

14.  Good  and  v^^elfare;  being  first  unfin- 
ished business  in  order  of  priority  at 
former  meetings;  secondly,  new  busi- 
ness. 

15.  The  closing  of  the  Lodge. 

Rule  IIL  Any  member  ofl'ering  a  motion 
must  do  so  in  writing  if  a  request  to  that 
effect  be  made  by  the  Secretary,  or  the 
presidmg  officer  of  the  Lodge. 
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Rule  IV.  No  question  shall  be  put  by 
the  presiding  olTicer  unless  regularly  moved 
and  seconded,  nor  be  open  for  consideration 
until  so  put,  and,  when  put,  no  other  motion 
shall  be  receivable  unless  it  be  a  motion: 

1.  To  adjourn. 

2.  To  lay  on  the  table. 

3.  To  put  the  previous  question. 

4.  To  postpone. 

5.  To  refer,  or 
G.  to  amend. 

These  several  motions,  if  made,  shall  have 
precedence  in  the  order  above  stated,  and 
the  first,  second  and  third  thereof  shall  be 
decided  without  debate. 

Rule  V.  The  previous  question  shall  be 
put  from  the  chair  only  after  it  shall  have 
been  ascertained  that  the  call  therefor  is 
sustained  by  a  majority  of  members  of  the 
Lodge  present,  and  shall  then  always  be 
put  in  the  words  following:  "Shall  the 
question  be  now  put?"  which  shall  be 
understood  to  have  reference  to  whatever 
question  may  be  pending  immediately  before 
such  call  for  the  previous  question  may 
have  been  made. 

Rule  VL  If  the  vote  of  the  Lodge,  taken 
pursuant  to  such  call  for  the  previous 
question,  be  in  the  affirmative,  the  presiding 
officer  shall  thereupon  forthwith  put  to  the 
vote   the  question  so  pending   immediately 
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before  such  call,  and  shall  allow  no  amend- 
ment or  further  debate  thereon;  and  if.  on 
the  other  hand,  the  vote  of  the  Lodj^e  be 
in  the  negative,  the  presiding  officer  shall 
be  thereby  precluded  from  putting:  to  the 
vote  during'  the  leniainder  of  the  current 
term  the  question  so  pending  as  aforesaid. 

Rule  VII.  Any  member  may  requiie  a 
division  on  a  question  when  the  sense  will 
admit  of  it. 

Rule  VIII.  When  a  blank  is  to  be  filled, 
the  question  shall  first  be  taken  on  the 
highest  sum  or  number  and  longest  or  least 
time  proposed. 

Rule  IX.  The  yeas  and  nays  shall  be 
taken  and  recorded  on  the  call  of  any  mem- 
ber duly  seconded. 

Rule  X.  After  any  question,  except  that 
of  indefinite  postponement  or  the  previous 
question  may  have  been  decided,  any  two 
members  having  voted  in  the  majority  may, 
at  the  same  or  next  regular  meeting,  move 
for  a  reconsideration  thereof  but  no  dis- 
cussion on  the  main  question  shall  be  al- 
lowed upon  such  motion. 

Rule  XI.  Any  question  decided  by  the 
Lodge  shall  not  again  be  brought  before  it 
otherwise  than  by  reconsideration,  as  pro- 
vided in  the  foregoing  rules  unless  notice 
thereof  shall  have  been  given  at  the  meet- 
ing immediately  preceding,  and  such  notice 
shall  not  be  received  during  the  time  in 
which  the  question  has  been  decided. 
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Rule  XII.  Every  member  shall  have  the 
privilege  of  speaking  twice  on  any  question, 
but  not  oftener,  unless  by  permission  of  the 
presiding  officer. 

Rule  XIII.  Any  brother  intending  to 
speak  on  any  question  shall  rise  in  his  place 
and  respectfully  address  the  presiding  of- 
ficer, confining  himself  to  the  question  and 
avoiding  personalities;  and  should  more  than 
one  brother  rise  to  speak  at  the  same  time 
the  presiding  officer  shall  determine  which 
is  entitled  to  the  floor. 

Rule  XIV.  The  presiding  officer  or  any 
member  may  call  a  brother  to  order  while 
speaking,  and  in  such  case  the  debate  shall 
be  forthwith  suspended,  and  the  brother  so 
called  to  order  shall  not  proceed  until  the 
point  of  order  thus  raised  be  determined, 
nor  speak  upon  such  point  of  order  unless 
it  be  to  make  necessary  explanation  or  ap- 
peal from  the  decision  of  the  chair. 

Rule  XV.  In  all  cases  where  a  member 
may  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  chair, 
he  shall  use  the  words  following,  and  none 
other,  unless  it  be  for  necessary  explana- 
tion: "Noble  Grand,  I  respectfully  appeal 
from  the  decision  of  the  chair  to  the  Lodge." 
The  Lodge  shall,  after  such  explanation 
from  the  presiding  officer  as  he  may  deem 
necessary,  proceed  forthwith  to  consider 
and  vote  upon  the  question:  "Will  the  Lodge 
sustain  the  decision  of  the  chair?"  After 
other  business  is  taken  up.  it  is  too  late  to 
appeal. 
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Rule  XVI.  Any  brother  who  may  have 
been  called  to  order  for  manifestation  of 
temper  or  improper  feeling,  must  apologize 
to  the  Lodge  or  to  any  aggrieved  party,  if 
required  so  to  do  by  the  presiding  officer, 
and  shall  not  speak  again  on  the  pending 
question,  except  to  explain  or  apologize, 
unless  specially  permitted  so  to  do  by  the 
presiding  officer. 

Rule  XVn.  The  presiding  officer  of  the 
Lodge  may  at  any  time  require  all  mem- 
bers present  to  vote  upon  any  pending 
question,  or  may  excuse  any  member  or 
members  from  so  doing. 

Rule  XVin.  Brothers,  members  of  this 
Lodge  may  at  any  time  require  all  members 
present  to  vote  upon  any  pending  question 
or  may  excuse  any  member  or  members 
from  doing  so. 

Rule  XIX.  No  brother  shall  retire  while 
the  Lodge  is  open  without  the  permission 
of  the  presiding  officer. 

Rule  XX.  Any  brother  may  excuse  him- 
self from  serving  on  a  committee  if  at  the 
time  of  his  appointment  he  is  a  member 
of  two  other  committees.  No  brother  can 
be  appointed  on  a  committee  when  absent 
from  the  Lodge. 

Rule  XXI.  The  first  brother  named  on 
a  committee  shall  act  as  chairman  until  an- 
other is  chosen  by  the  committee.  The 
mover  of  a  resolution  referred  to  a  special

committee  is  usually  the  first  named  there- 
on. 

Rule  XXII.  No  committee  can  be  finally 
discharged  until  all  the  debts  contracted  by 
it  shall  have  been  paid. 

Rule  XXIII.  A  motion  to  suspend  or 
alter  the  order  of  procedure,  as  contained 
in  Rule  XI,  for  the  remainder  of  the  meet- 
ing may  at  any  time  be  carried  by  a  vote 
of  not  less  than  three-fourths  of  the  mem- 
bers present  and  voting  thereon,  but  no 
motion  to  suspend  or  alter  such  order  of 
procedure  shall  at  any  time  be  put  to  vote. 

Rule  XXIV.  These  rules  or  any  part 
thereof  shall  only  be  altered,  amended,  sus- 
pended or  annulled,  except  in  case  provided 
for  by  Rule  XXIII,  by  action  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  British  Columbia.
